Natuye 4 higher dcoree of No-» 
bility than the former; and 
and therefore its Anima is 
called Sulphur Philoſopho- 
rum by Paracelſus, Bafilius 
Valentinus, and ethers, in re- 
gard of its great Vertue and

ans clearly apprehended fron 
the W ritings of Helmonr, 
and therefore greedily ſought 
for the ſame, but none almoſt 
bitherto found it.

Opening the Virtue, by which a Mine- 
ral Anima, or Sulphur, is to be ſe- 
vered from its Body. 


F we defire Fuandamentally to know, 
by what means the Anima is to be 
ſeparated from the hard Coagulated 
Metallick Bodies, as Gold, Copper , 
Steel, &c, We muſt firſt enquire, where- 


by

by not only common Sulphur, bur al” 
ſo the Sulphurs of Minerals, which ar® 
but half-coagulated bodies, are looſen® 
ed or diſſolved ; to the end chat ha” 
ving. a through knowledge of th© 
ſame, thereby as by ſteps we may a” 
ſcend higher, and advance to the ſepa” 
ration of thole much faſter coagula- 
ted Sulphurs : for all che Metallick 
and Mineral Sulphurs being through- 
ly of one and the ſame Nature, and 
called by the Philoſophers | the Ele- 
ment of Fire, and being of a Fiery 
Nacure, it muſt needs Slow, that 
their ſolution muſt proceed from one 
and the ſame, ground; in regard that, 
as co their firſt riſe,they are of che like 
Subſtance and Nature, juſt as an old 
Man and a new-born child are quite of 
one and the ſame ſubſtance, only that 
the one is more perfe& than the o- 
ther; and. therefore. for .the finding 
out of the ſolution &f the firmly co- 
agulated Metallick Sulphurs, we muſt 
firſt enquire afcer the ground and 
means to unlock the meaner Sulphurs, 
for in this manner I have craced che 
eruth and found it, Firſt then, con- 
fidering what it is which radically un- 
B 3 locketh

locketh common Sulphur, we find;, 
that Oyl, and all char is of a fat and 
Fiery Nature doth open the ſame , as 
being of a like fiery ſubſtance, and 
diſcovereth to our very eyes its 0- 
therwiſe occult blood-red ſoul. Which 
though ic be a common thing, and 
daily praftiſed by many, yet it is of 
ſuch a depth and weight, that from 
this very fource ſpringeth forth the 
ſolttion of all Merallick ſouls, yea of 
the gold it, ſelf, as you will hear af- 
rerwards, | Therefore. if we pretend 
to be Diſciples of the Philoſophers , 
we muſt with other eyes than thoſe 
of an Idiot look upon Sulphur, when 
by boyling with Oyl ic is mollified in 
ſuch ſort; that its inward red Tin- 
&ur is turned outward ; The common 
crew contents himſelf with this, that 
afrer they have done with their boy+ 
ling, the ſame doth take away the itch 
and feab, curecth wounds, and the 
bruiſed and inflamed limbs, and per- 
formeth other wholeſom- operations ; 
Bur a ſearcher of the hidden wiſdom 
goeth deeper to the ground, and in- 
quireth, whence it cometh, that of all 
things the Oyl only hath power to o- 
pen

pen 'the Sulphur ſo ſweetly, and ſo 
naturally, turning its interiour out« 
wards, whereas the ftrongeft. corroſive 
cannot do it 3 and upon due confide + 
ration we find, that this ſolution pro- 
ceedeth from the likeneſs orc identi- 
ty of Oyl and Sulphur, iz. that the 
Oyl or fart, as being a fiery thing, 
doth cover, lay hold on, and embrace 
the Sulphur as a: like fiery ſubſtance, 
and ſo ſofcneth the ſame, and ApEn th 
it to its very inmoſt Center, which is 
done by Sympathy , like loving its 
like, .and imparting their Virtue to 
each other, In ſo much, rhat Qy], as 
a fiery moyſture is the right foundati- 
on and ſource, from whence the, 0- 
pening of all Mineral and Mexallick 
Sulpburs doth flow ; Now if we go on 
from common ., Sulphur to the gther 
SuJphur- of Minerals, which are ad- 
vanced to a pretty hard coagulation 
by the coRtion of Nature, and com- 
pare, the foreſaid experience, we find, 
thatthough Oyl hath no power to ſe- 
verand open the Embryonat Sulphur 
of any Mineral , as any too weak 
for this performance, yet for all chat, 


the ſolution muſt proceed from the

{ame ground, if ic ſhall be radical , 
3nd conſonant, and friendly unto Na- 
Cure; but in regard that che Mine- 
Tals are faſt locktup, and ſo do not 
yield co ſuch a gentle power as that 
of the Oyl, therefore the power of 
the Oylic ſubſtance muſt be exalted 
and increaſed in its fierineſs, and 
then it will open and ſever the Sul- 
phur from Minerals as cafily, yet 
with more expedition than Oyl doth 
'unlock the common Sulphur ; This 
exaltation of the fiery power and 
quality in Oyls muſt allo be done by 
ies like, if we will work according to 
Nature, and not contrary thereunto; 
which is performed by a burning fire, 
which by its fiery and vehement pow- 
er turneth the Oylie ſubſtance into a 
fiery (alc, which ſalt not only retain- 
eth its former Oylic mollifying power, 
but alſo 1s highly exalted in the ſame: 
for wood, which is full of Oyl, being 
thrown into the' fire and burnt, 
though the greateſt part of the Opl 
be conſumed by rhe rag in regard 
that of its waſt or conſumption the 
flame and hear hath its riſe, yet a great 
pert thereof ( which cannot be burnr 
in

in ſuch haſt, the volatile ſale, which 
alſo isin the wood, befides theOyl,hin- 
dring the ſame,and melting together) 
by the ſharp and vehement power or 
burning fierineſs, is turned into a ve- 
ry fiery,fixt, Oylie ſalr, which is called 
Alcali, or Lixivial ſalt, whereof the 
common people make their lye: and 
this ſale hath till pecfe&ly ics former 
ſoftning Oylie property, only that by 
che fierineſs it is (tranſlated from a 
Volatile to a fixed condition ; yea is 
grown far more fiery and powerfull, 
than it was before: Now if you will 


know, whither this fiery ſalt be ftill 


a trus Oylic ſubftance, then put ſome 


common Sulphur and ſome of this ſalt 


and water in a pot, and boyle chem 
a little, and you will ſee, that the 
Sulphur will in like manner melc in 
it, and yield its red Tindure, as if it 
had been done with Oyle, yea with 
more expedition, becauſe it is now 
much ſtronger in its ſoftening fierineſs, 
than ic was before, being yer in the 
forme of an Oyl. Now as this fiery 
ſalc is nothing elſe, bur a fiery Oyle 
much exalted in its virtue, ſo it hath 
the more veherent power now £0 lay 


hold

hold on, and to unlock that, which be- 
fore,being yer an Oyl,ic could nor poſ- 
fibly overcome; ſo that being in this 
exalted condition it hath now the 
power to take Minerals aſunder, and 
<o ſeparate their Soul or Sulphur, To 
perform the ſame yet eafter and with 
more expedition, ſuch a fiery Alcali 
may be yetfurther exalted in its fie- 
rineſs, -by being mixt 'with the like 
fiery things, and ſo burne together; 
ſuch a fiery thing is unquench'c lime, 
which by the ſtrong . power of the 
burning fire hath attained .to its great 
fierineſs, and ſo is able ro communicate 
the ſame by fire unto che 4lcali's, 
Take therefore well purified Lixivi- 
«/ ſaltor ſalt of Tartar, which is the 
fierieſt of all, mix it with lime, Cal- 
cine it ſtrongly for the ſpace of a day, 
then Lixiviate it again from the lime, 
your Alceli will be notably increaſed 
in its fierineſs , and have then power 
to looſen the Sulphur from Minerals, 
and ſever it from their bodies with 
much expedition; as you may ſce for 
example in Ancimony,the chiefeſt of all 
Minerals, which being made inco fine 
powder, and mixed with the ay 
cry

fiery ſalt, and water powred on, and 
ſo letting it reſt in a warme place- for 
ſome dayes,ſtirring it about oftentimes 
;n a day, the fiery Alcali thenattratt- 
ech the Sulptiur by Sympathy and ſo 
looſeneth it, and unicech ir'felf chere- 
with ; the extra&ion decanted and fil- 
tred, and Acid things powred into it-, 
the SuJphur of Antimony will: preci- 
pitate of a fair Orenge colour, 'and 
burn like other "Sulphur, ' buc that 
which falleth laſt of all, is beſt'and pu- 
reſt, By theſe*'ewoſteps,'viz. the ſolu» 
tion of common Sulphar in Oyles,and 
the ſevering of Embryonate Salphurs 
from[Minerals in a fiery Alcali'; Iwent 
up higher to the looſening of Merallick 
Sulphurs, they being of the Came” ſub- 
ſtance with Mineral Sulphurs; and'as in 
a clear glaſs,by the Light of Nature I 
ſaw,'thar in like'manner as Oylewas 
nor of efficacy ſufficient to ſever the 
Sulphur from Minerals, but chat it was 
needfull co advance the Oyle firft to a 
far higher degree of fierinefs, before 
it was capable to performe that work : 
So likewife the Mecallick Sulphurs, 
being faſter tyed' to their 'Mercurial 
bodies, and'advanced toa far harder 
co-

coagulation than Minerals, require a 
much more penetrating fire, then the 
fixed Alcalies are,bur yet in regard that 
the Sulphurs are of che ſame ſubſtance, 
their ſolution muſt ſpring ill from the 
ſame ſouree, and there wants nothing 
elſe, but that this fiery ſalt be made 
yet more penetrative, more ſofc- 
ning, more vehement and powerful, 
which .muſt be obtained by freeing 
thoſe fiery Salts and A!calies from their 
grofſe- corporeouſneſſe, raifing. them 
by the ſtrong force-.of the fire, and 
making of them a penetrating, fiery, 
volatile ſpirit, being not only of ſuch 
« fierie nature and force as before; bur 
alſo much increaſed in its pengtrating 
and mollifying quality, becaule it is 
freed fromall groflſe ligaments, and 
turned into a through-ſpiricual, very 
fiery, volatile Water, According to 
this knowledge I worked, and had good 
ſucceſſe, in ſo much that the Sulphurs 
of Metals readily yeilded to ſuch a fie- 
ry yYolatile ſpirit, delivering up there- 
unto all their virtue and power, as 
hereafter ſhall be mentioned. So the 
ſunime of this ground is this, that for 
common Sulphurs,Oyles for Embryo- 
na;

nat Sulphurs, the fixed fiery 'Alcalies 5 
and for Metallick SnIphurs, yea for that 
of Gold ic ſelf,the Volatilized Alcelies» 
as a ſpiricual, very fierie, penetratin 
Water are required for their wr 
ſolution, mollification and liquefa&i- 
on : Let none think ir. ſtrange, chat I 
ſaid, that Gold it ſelf muſt yield j 
blood-red Soul or Sulphur to this fieris 
penetrating Spirit,for Experience hath 
caught me ſo, and ſheweth forth the 
ſame daily, norwithftanding that the 
deeply Learned Philoſopher Cormopoli* 
ta in his Preface of his x11, tra. doth 
hold the contrary, and many ethers 
at this day do count it impoſsible,

not only our Philoſopher, bur al-

phorum, and owned the ſame indeed for 


ſuch; truly,not only by reaſon of its 


great Virtue and power, bat alſo becauſe 
of its {ecret and difficult preparation, 
which the wiſe reſerved very fecret 
and only amongſt themſelves ; which 
alſo remained concealed unto this time, 
and will remainſo tothoſe which love 
Gold more then God, although JT do 
clear it more than any before me ; for 
God keeps his hand alwaies upon his 
Mykevics, and ſuffereth not ſwine to be 
pertakers of thoſe noble pearls, which 
our Philoſopher de febribus cap. 14. $. 
gs. witnefſeth, ſaying, Paucis abſolvi 
ſecretum , quod medicum nobilitat : at 
iſtud paraſſe pro prima vice eſt ingentis 0 
pere, pendetque ejus direftio a manu ejus 
cui debetur omnis honos, quia parvulis 
revelat ejusmodi arcana que mundus ne- 
ſcit, & idcirco vilipendit. There- 
fore You muſt not think, that 
it is ſuch a Trifle and Eafte matter to 
get the Go)d-like TinQure of Copper; 
for not only the Menſtruum which is 
required for to extrat the Anima , 
viz, the Alcal; Volatil, but alſo the 
preparation of the Copper are ſuch 


Myſteries as are unknown hitherto, 
and

and whereof all ſelf-grown Phyfitians 
are utterly ignorant. For firſt the 
Copper muſt be turned into. a Vieri- 
el, not after t'e common known 
way, which bath no place here, but 
after « far ſecrcter way, vie longe oc- 
cultiori , ſaith our Philoſopher , cap, 
8, de Lithiafi. $. 21. and this Vitriol;- 
ficatio Cupri is the chiefeſt prepara- 
tion which of all hath been kepr moſt 
ſecret : Secondly this Vitriolum Cupri 
Philsſoph. muft be diſtilled over in 
ſuch a manner, that all the Copper 
come over inthe form of a green ſpi- 
rit, which alſo 1s no common way of 
working, yea, was in ſuch high cſteem 
with Paracelſus and Baſilius V alentinus, 
that they called this grecn ſpirit the . 
third pillar of Phylick : Thirdly, 

this graſs-green ſpirit muſt be freed 
from its corrofive,which alſo was oply 
known to the wiſe, but now hath been 
clearly deſcribed by our Philoſopher: 
Then fourthly, and not before the 
Sulphur may be (cparated by an Alcali 
Volatil ; which knot is tyed hardeft of 
all, and our Philolophgp. mentioned it 
not expreſly, bur only left co be guel- 
ſed ar, and pickt out of his writings, 


by

by the ele& Diſciples of the Philoſo< 
phers, which now is clearly deline- 
ared by me, Fiftly,and laft of all, the 
ſeparated ſou] muſt be coagulated and 
fixed, which though it be of all, che 
calteſt and meaneſt operation, yet it 
will be difficult enough for him that 
wanteth underſtanding and diſcretion,

A Ervough for extra&ion of the 4- 

zima of the Copper the greateſt 
and chiefeſt requiſte is the A4/cali Vo- 
tile, yet the ſame is not alone ſuffici- 
ent ; for though it be poured upon 
Calcined Copper, ( as I my (elf did at 
firſt, but in vyain') yet it cannot ſever 
its gold-like 4#Þna; the reaſon is, that 
by che hard coagulation performed by 
Nature, and the fufton by fire which 
followed

followed thereupon, the anima Cupri 
hath been ſhur up into death, and ſo 

.. quite turned inwards, in which ſenſe 
Coſmopolita (aith very well, qnod fuſio 
metallorum fit eorum mors, and our Phi- 
loſopher de Lithiafi c. 8, $. 4. dum lis 

» quetur,concluditur omnis vis medica, fi- 
gillaturque,imo. introvertitur fic, &c.and 
rherefore the Auima muſt be turned 
outwards again,and the melted metal 
muſt as it were.riſe from death, and 
hence our Philoſopher calleth it ſulphur 
reſurgens & glovioſum, as being freed 
from all its hard corporeous ligaments; 

+ fſothar itis apparent, that this prepa- 
ration of the Copper is no lefſe neceſſa- 
ry, nor of no lefſe momenr than the 
preparation of the fiery volatil ſpirit 
( which is the fic Menftruum for extra- 
&ion ) it ſelf : and therefore alſo the 
Philoſophers kept the former as ſecrer 
as this, untill our faithful and well 
meaning Philoſopher helped us into 
the track, informing us, that this pre- 
paration or ficting of cke Copper muſt 
be done by Salt armexiac; , whereof 
his do&rine in his cra& called Duumvi- 
ratus $. 9,1s.this, fit enim legitimum,

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2 ſpiritu viridiVitrioli, qui per repeti” 
tam cohobationem, ultima ignis tortur «

by Salt- Armoniac, you may peradven-

bn all in vain. And therefore at 
length after many fruſtraneous labours, 
IT begun more accurately to heed our 
Philoſophers far-reaching words, tea= 
ching that the Vitriol of the Copper 
muſt be made into a very highly volatil 
fpicit;conſequent]y the Salt-armoniack, 
it ſelf, becauſeitis to performe this , 
muſt firſt be curned into ſuch an extra- 
ordinary volatil Spirit ; for how could 
che Copper poflibly be transformed 
into ſuch a very volatil ſpirir, if that 
fame which is co transform it ſo, be 
not firſt it ſelf ſuch a volaril Spirit ? 
And therefore the $ ama niuſt 
ficſt be turned into a very volatilſpirit, 
and then by the means thereof the 
Cop-

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Copper tutned into Vitriol ; But you 
muſt not think ( as I did ar firſt; but 
my endeavours proved addle) to take 
nacural,or by art prepared blew Vitri- 
ol of Copper toſublime it with Salt ar- 
»oniack,and ſo turne ir into a Spirit ; 
for this is as much loft labour, as to 


- take the Copper fled or calcined, in 


regard that the ſpiric of Vitriol or any 
other corroſive ſpirit, which made the 
Vitriol of Copper, do not only not 
ſerve for this purpoſe, but alſoarc no- 
xious and a great hindrance; in fo 
much, that if one would according to 
our Philoſophers Do&rine extra the 


Tin&ure or Sulphur,cicher of Natural- 


ly grown or artificially made common 
blew Vitriol of Copper, he muſt firſt 
diſſolve che Vitriol in Water, then 
precipitate the Merallick Subftance 
with an 4/ca/;, and free the ſame quite 
from its coroſive,ſo that not the leaſt 
of this remain with it, and chen he 
muſt afreſh make this precipitated and 
dryed. Calx into Vitriol by ſpirir of 
Salt Armoniack ;elſe he would get no- 
thing; for ſuch difference there is be- 
ewixt the common and the Philoſo- 
phers Vitrio), as betwixt black and 

GC 2 white 
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white, as you will hear by and by. 
N ow concerning the transformation of 
the Salt Armoniack into a-Volatil ſpi- 
rit, the Reader muſt not think, that 
che ſame is to be done afcer a common 
and known way; or that ſuch a way 
hath been known bitherto ; as that the 
Salt armoniack is ro be diſtill'd with 
Wheat-flower, as ſome do, who per- 
verſely count the Acid water that 
comes over for the true ſpirit of Salt 
Armoniack,it being nothing elſe bur the 
acidity of the flower, mixc with ſome 
aromes of Salt armoniack,after. which 
alſo, ſoon all the Salt Armoniack fol- 
loweth, and ſublimeth .in its' former 
weight; for all Vegetables yield fuch a 
ſowre ſpirit when they are aifilld ; 
Alſo the fiery urinous ſalt, which is 
got by means of the ſalt of Tartar, or 
any other Alcali, is not that ſpiric 
which the Philoſophers require for this 
work, m regard that the ſame is but 
the ſmaller parc of the Salt Armo- 
niack, but the bigger part remaineth 
in the bottome, in ſo much that the 
foreſaid falc is wrongfully called ſpiric 
of Salt Armoniack; for the denomina- 
tion of a thing conlifting of two parts, 

= as 
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as the Salt Armoniach doth, pertaineth 
alwaics and —_ ro the bigger or 
greater part, as they are wont to ſay, 
2 potiori parte fit denominatio; Now 
experierice witnefſeth , chat if you 
take a pound of Salt Armonieck and 
mix'it: with an A/cal:,that about chree 
ounces, or three and a half ounces do 
riſe-of the urinous Salt ( which indeed 
is'nofpiric, -burt-only a volatil Salt ) 
and more then twelve ounces remain 
with the 4/cel; in the botrom;' which 
twelve ounces, as being the greater 
part merit rarher che name of Salt Ar- 
moniack,,then thofe three ounces and a 
half which: ſublimed ; hence alſo the 
wiſe alwaies mean ic of the greater 
part which remained in the bottom, 
which they forced'iinto a volatil ſpirit 
ro ſerve their turne 3 and che ſame ex- 
perience hath taught me, for I ſaw 
that the urinous Salc is uſeleſſe for 
this matter, not being able to produce 
that which the. wiſe require, and fo 
ſoughr and found ir in the greater part 


viz. that the ſaid greater part, which

ry Volatil I ſay, for it will come over 
in Ba/xeo, and is able to make other 
bodies to be very Volatil : Double it 
is, for when the [Irinous Salt ſevered 
ie (elf therefrom, it embraced then 
and united with the A4l/cali, from 
which it is not to be: ſevered but by « 
very vehement fire, and then it forceth 
part of the Alcali over with it ſelf, be- 
cauſe of its intimate union therewith, 
inſo much that without the ſame it 
cannot come over; fo there ariſeth a 
double orſatiated ſpirit, which ſatia-

For theſe being hungry and defirous to 
ſatiate their corroſive, do fall uponthe 

Metals with great fury and noiſe. and 


do corrode them andadhere unto them

outwardly : bur this double corrofive, 
being ſaciated already, doth! nor 
corrode the Meral, nor (ceketh for to 
dwell with it as others do, but [doth 
mollify it, and adherech not outward- 
| Iy thereunto, nor performerh its 0 
ration ſudden]y like the others, bee 
gently in ſome dayes, penetrating to 
the very inmofſt of the Meral, and 
turning outward what was lock'c and 
ſealed up in its inmoſt center, by the 
vertue of its double nacure, wherein 
the Metal melteth like ice in warer. 
Therefore be- careful and diligent- to 
make this ſpirit of the Salt Arwoniack; 
and be not diſmayed cherefore, that 
much Labour is required for it, and 
ſpecial care, bur'think upon the end, 
that the ſame will recompenſe thee 
with gladneſſe and joy : If you hic 
this right , then you have overcome 
the greateſt and difficult point in 
this bufineſs, and the reſt will be but 
as it were a play or ſporr. 


Take therefore this'/;very - Volacil

Veſſel in a gentle hear, digeſt ic for 


manydayes, and the Metal will les- 


C 4 ſure-" 
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ſurely melt in ir, and the ſpirit will be 
very green of the Metal; continue 
chis ſolution with freſh ſpirie, untill 
your metal be all diſſolved; then coa- 
gulate it, and you wil) geta very green 
Vitriol, which as it differs from the 
common blew Vitriol in colour, ſo 
likewiſe in Nature and Vertues ; for 
the blew Vitriolum Cupri is very bitter 
and nauſeous in taſte, but this as 
ſweet as ſugar of Lead ; the other cau- 
ſeth vehement vomits, but this 
ftrengtheneth Nature, begetteth reſt, 
caketh away pain ; it may be given e- 
ven to the ſmalleft children, and hath 
ſuch Vertue in Phyfick, that it.is to be 
admired, - The other being Calcined, 
is a harſh and hard ſubſtance, but this 
is fufile in the fire like wax, it is al- 
moſt like unto Rozin, and may be cut 
like a gumm ; for its balſamick ſoul is 
totally turned outwards by this (ecrect 
double corroſive, and therefore alſo 
doth it ſmell ſo fragrantly, like Odori- 
ferous ſpice, eſpecially being diffol- 
ved in ſpirit of Wine (in which it 
will melt cotally and very ſuddenly ) 
and digeſted for ſome dayes, to fay 
nothing of other many more properties 
| for 
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for brevities {ake,.Lo now, what great 
difference there is betwixt the Philo- 
ſophers Vitriol, and that which com- 
monly is made of Copper, truly as 
much as berwixt white and black ; 
And as 'its vertue1s great as: for 'in- 
ward medicine, ſo its, efficacy. is won- 
derful and not to be commended fuf- 
ficiencly -in Chirurgy; by .reaſon of 
its Balſamick ſweetneſs, whereby in 
green wounds, dangerous ulcers, and 
incurable tumors it ſhewerh:;forch ſo 
great power, that it ſhameth all com- 
monly known oyntments, balſomes, 
oyles, plaifters and pultiſes : Of 
which I will preſcribe you. a plaiſter 
and an oyntment,whoſe mighty opera- 
tion you will admire, and have reaſon 
to rejoyce at it in many dangerous 
Symprtomes ; 

The plaifſter is compoſed in this man- 
neg: Take Sulphur of Antimony,ſuch 
above taught, pur it into @ Phiol, 
ponre upon it Linſeed-Qyl. new 
drawn, that it reach ſome inches 0- 
ver, let it boyle moderately together 
for a whole day, and the Linſeed-Oyl 
will turn as red as bluod, und is che 
true Balſome of Sulphur in Chirur- 
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pie - this Balſome put into a Copper 
veſſel; if you have one pound of it, 


add unto it halfe a pound of Litharge 


in fine powder, boyle it, till ſtirring 
ic abour, uncil the Licharge be diffol- 
ved ; then add of greaſe (be it of 
Men, Hogs, Geeſe, or Butter alſo,8&c. 
according to your uſe ) half a pound, 
and of -the ſweet Virriol of Copper 
one ounce and a half, and as much 
wax as is needfull for confiftency, and 
make'it into a plaiſter, which by rea- 
ſon of its great Virtues may well be 
called the golden plaifter, The Oynt- 
. ment make thus ; Take of Honey well 
clariffed four Ounces; of the juyce 
of Polygonum latifolium twelve Qun- 
Ces 5 of the ſweet Vicriol of Cop- 
per, two ' Qunces; boyle all gent] 

cogether, untill ic be. almoſt as chic 

as an Oyntment; then add of the beſt 
Saffran made into fine powder, half 
an Qunce : take ir ſtraight from We 
fire, mix-the Saffran well with ir, fo 
that ir be very well incorporated 
therewith, and it is done. If in thoſe 
caſes where far things may be uſed, 
you will add ſome of the former Bal- 
ſome of Sulphur, and- incorporate :

A farther explication concerning the 
Vitriolification of the Copper, and 
of the ſecrets of the Salt-

ArboughTheve ſufficiently deſcri- 
bed all that pertainerh tothe pre- 
paration of the Vitriol of Copper, yer 
che propoſed matter may ſeem to the 
Reader partly obſcure, and partly 
impoſſible, eſpecially becauſe 1 make 
mention. of ſuch a ſorts of fpirits, 
(ſuch as double and ſatiated }) whereof 
hath not been heard, nor read in any 
Author hitherto, ſo that this my ex- 
plication may peradyenture be, coun- 


ted a fable, as if Toffered violence un- 
£o 
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to the Philoſophers DoA&rine, when 
chey do ſo: highly commend the Salt 
Armomarck,''for to-unlock and :prepare 
Metals and Minerals, perverting their 
words to another ſenſe,” which they 
never intended; For ;to. prevent. this 
ſuſpition, and co make the matter ſo 
clear and palpable to the Reader, that 
he may ſee the bare and naked ground 
of this ſecrer, I will ſo digeſt and 0- 
pen unto him. the nature and whole 
ſubſtance of che Salt Armoniack, that 
he cannor:-chooſe: but .agree thereun- 
to, and. ecknowledge the: truth of the 
matecer : Firft, let none take; offence, 
that T produce a new ſort of ſpirits, or 
that I name them by a new name, in 
regard, that the Salt | Armoniack of 
its ſelf 1s nothing elſe but a double 
and fatiared fpirir, for elſe it conld 
never have ſuch great” Vircues to fit 
and prepare Metals and Minerals, and 
ſo readily elevate,and rake rhem aſun- 
der, if it were not a. fatiated.-and 
double ſpirit, which: wich a double 
force performeth , [what no fingle cor- 
rolive poſſibly can do. But that the Se/t 
Armoniack 1s a fſatiated and double 
Spirit, the Mecbanica will teach::you ; 
for

for if you take the. ſpirit 'of Urine 
( which to ſpeak properly is no ſpirit, 
but only a fiery ſalt, in regard that be- 
ing reRified and ſevered from all He- 
terogeneous Phlegm, ic is and remain- 
eth alwayes a Volatile afid fiery falt, 
and no ſpirit') and poure it' upon Vi- 
triol, the corfofive in the Vitriol will 
unite preſently with this -fiery ſale, 
and leave its Merallick Body, where- 
in it dwelled before, and ' ſo layes 
hold on this fiery ſalt, having more 
inclination to this, than to the metal. 
lick Body = this Vitriol, which is iat- 
pregnated with the ſo called Spirit 
of Urine, being pur intoa Retort and 
forced by fire, preſently chere will 
appear a dry, Volatile double falr, 
raſting neither of ſpiric of Vitrio), 
nor of fpirit of Urine, becauſe they 
worked into one another, and changed 
themſelves on both fides, which a&ion 
and reaRtion may well be called ſatu- 
ration, where the one ſatiateth;, feed-

Chapter, viz. of its great power to 
manifeſt that which is occult. : and 
therefore Baſilius Valentinus (faith well 
of the ſame; The Salt- Armoniack'is nor 
the meaneſt key tounlock Metals 3 and 
therefore is compared by the Antients 
unto a flying Fowl; icisable with its 
ſwifc Feathers to carry on high the 
Tin&ure and! colour of Minerals, and 
ſome of Metals, and you will finde it 
of 
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of force ſufficient co prepare, and 
fit! Metals for Tranſmutation ; for 
without preparation no Metal can be 
tran{muted,8&c. Note this Do&rine of 
Bafilius, for I have ſet it down not 
without cauſe. Now although by 
this my demonſtration you will be 
convinced, that the name of a dou- 
ble and ſatiated Spirit is not unde- 
ſervedly given unto the Salt-Armo- 
niack, and that this term is not newly 
invented by me, bur according to its 
real being hath been in the Salt-Armo- 
niack, although the name was not uſu- 
all hitherto : yet you may further ob- 
je&, if Salt-Armoniack be ſuch a dou- 
ble and fſatiated Spirit, why is it noc 
ſufficient of it ſelf to reduce the Copper 
into a Volatile Spirit, but there muſt 
be made another double Spirit of the 
Salt- Armoniack, and the Alcali ?

on unto one another ſo great, that it 
1s impoſſible to ſever them, becauſe of 
the likeneſs or the ſameneſ(s of their 
natures,being both of a ſalry nature., 
whence their tye is not (oluble : there- 
fore inſtead of the Alcalies other ſub- 
je&s muſt beraken, ſuch as are of no 
falry nature, and yer being kept in the 
fire together with the Salt Aarmoniack, 
have power to retain the corrofive,and 
to diſmiſs the fiery Salt, There are 
divers ſuch ſubje&s which will perform 
this, yet ſtill one better than the other; 
for one attrafteth or holdeth faſt more 
of the corrofive chan the * other, and 
the beſt of all is the Lapis. Hematbites,

"TH Philoſophers Writings manifeſt+ 
ing , that of  Vitriol and -Copper 
there may be made a green. ſpirit, of 
very great-virtues,there-were alwayes 
found ſeekers of truth, who took 've- 
ry gieat pains to obtain: this; Noble 
green Spirit, and to; delight  them+ 
ſelves in.its. yower.. and ,. Virtue 3 bus 
when they ſaw that Vitriol, however 
diſtilled, will not yield ſuch « green 
Spirit as the Philoſophers Writings do- 
promiſe,. they thought,” that the old. 
Wiſe Men would not; be underftood of: 
Common'diſtillationg but: conje&ured 
that by. ſome ſundry. ſubtle ' way, -

ſecret Philoſophical Vitriol, which ts 
not common; pretending that the Phi- 
loſopners bave. not uſed common Vi- 
triol, 'nor Copper for this purpoſe: , 


but ufed their own proper, hitherto: 


unknown;Vitriol, which they made of 
the ſeed: 'of all Merals, and that this 
ſeed.is ® ſort of round ftones found 
in the fattcſt beds, which as it is a ſuns 
dry matter of a ſecret Vitrio), ſo like- 
wiſe that ic muſt be diſtilled after a 
ſecret 8nd no known way, bur that 
. after this ſced is impregnated by the 
Air wich ſufficient moyſture, ſo char 
jr canLiquefiein water, they purified 
that / green: © Metallick, juice , which 
eame thence from its. Corporeouſneſs 
. by fileration, and they. interpreted 
filcration to be 'the Philoſophers di- 
ſtillation;' and ſo they did not only

forcing it to þe the ſame-with filtratr> 
on 
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on, bat alſo vented cheir feigned fic 
matter, or ſemen metallorum ( which 
yet by ics right name is called Pyrites, 
and indeed ſhewes ic ſelf to be ſuch ) 
for to be the Matrix of the Philoſo- 
phers Vitriol, whereas experience 
witneſſech, that ſuch a preterided Phi- 
loſophical Vitriol hath not che nature 
and quality which che true Vitriol of 
the wiſe hath, viz. that it is ſweet, and 
procureth reſt, as a true domicilium 
veri anodyni Philoſophorum ; bur the 
precended Philoſophers Vitriol, is as 
grolſe violent, bicter and nauſcous, 
8s common Vicriol, and indeed 1s 
none ather but common Vieriol, in re- 
gard char it harh che ſame riſe with 
the common, © viz. from the hre-ſtone. 
And as this pretended 7/itr.. Phil. is 
falſe, fo is allo their Diftillation, viz. 
Filtration, meerly a feigned pretence, 
and preſumprious perverfion of the 
words of the wiſe : And chis perverted 
Philoſophical diftillation ( elſe called 
Filcration ) yields a. much more vehs- 
menc greenneſs than that per deſcenſun, 
in which not all the Vitriol falleth 
through, but only Come ſmall quantity; 
butin the perverted) Philoſophical 
E Diſtil- 
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Diſtillation all runneth 'through rhe 
Filcer, and yet they vent it, for ſuch 
a curious. and ſpecial ' Philoſophical ” 
green ſpirit, 

There were others, and thoſe beſt of 
all, which remained in the genuine li- 
eeral ſence of Diſtillation, and there 
they ſought for it, andin regard they | 
could getnoſuch greenneſs from the 
Vitriol by no manner of way, they 
conjetured that the Philoſophers ad- 
ded ſomething unto Vitriol, which 
they had concealed from us, and 
therefore out of ewo ſeveral Retorrs 
they forced the Vitrioland Saltpecet 
by quick and ready fleights' inco one 
Receiver, where thele two Spirits 
working into one another, there aroſe 
a green Liquor or Spirit, 'as to the co- 
lour, and herem they did acquieſce; 
and truly chis laſt way is yet belt of all; 
not in regard of its aſſumed greenneſs 
( which is but a Reflexion as it were, 
riſen from the ation of the two 
Spirits ,, and ſo only an out- 
ward painting } but becauſe of the 
union or copulation of theſe two ſpi- 
rits, whence one ſpirit ariſeth of a very 
ſubtle, penetrating, and attenuarin? 
Ver- 
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Vertue, whereby ic is ofa quick ope- 
ration, and is nor to be deſpiſed in Epi- 
lepſia, bur mericeth commendation : 
and you need nor ſuſpe&( as I did in 
my firſt ignorance, and therefore ab- 
horred the nſe of it ) that this Spiric 
is.an Aquefort,. becauſe that Aquefort 
is likewiſe made of Vitriol and Salt- 
peter, by no: means; for the caſe 1s 
clean other with the Aquafort inregard 
that noc ſo much as the leal(t part of the 
vertue of Vicriol can come into the 
Aquaefort, becauſe chat all its vercue 
and acidity as ſoon as the Saltpeter 
Joyneth chereunto and groweth hor 
with it, is fettered and tyed as ic 
were by the Niter, by reaſon of the 
ſpecial love berwixt them both, where- 
of much might be ſaid and plainly de- 
monſtrated, which for brevities ſake 
isnow paſſed by ;,inſpawuch that ir is 
impoſlible that any part of the Vitrriol 
can come over, its nature being altered 
inſtantly, fo ſoon as the Niter growech 
hoc with it ; but becauſe this ſhining 
green very Volatil ſpirit confifteth of 
che true eſſential parts and Spirits of 
Vitriol and Niter, therefore it is clean 
of another Nature \then Aquafort , 
E 2 which 
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which is but a fingle acid Spirit of the 
Salrpeter , and therefore not to be 
abhorred, which 7 connted very fit to 
be menrioned, reſerving the reſt for 
another time; and waving alſo other 
more ſorts of conceited greennefle, 
got by Diſtitlation, to avoid Pro- 
lixity. 

The riſe of theſe and all other errors 
1s only thence, that the ground of the 
double or ſatiated Spirics was unknown 
unto the Seekers of truth , without 
which Spirits che Copper, never can 
come over and turne to a ljquamen v0- 
latile, which ground if it had been 
known, the true green ſpiric would 
have been diſcovered long ago, which 
I clearly enough have expounded in 
the two former Chapters, Now this 
double corrofive, having reduced the 
Copper into a green ſweet Vitriol, 
doth not adhere outwardly thereunto, 
as the other corroſfives, for this is the 
only reaſon why the others cannot car- 
ry overche Copper; becauſe they do 
not reach to the mmoſt cenrer of the 
Copptr 3 but only,as hungry corroding 
{pirits,fall outwardly upon the Metal, 
and do but adhere umo ir, hence it 

comes 
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comes topaſſe, that being forced by a 
ſtrong fire, they are conſtrained to re- 
linquiſh their habitation, and the Cop- 
per remaineth behind of che ſame con- 
dition as before, in regard that it may 
| bequickly melted again into a body. 
But the Double corrofive, as hath 
been ofcen mentioned, doth not cor- 
rode the Metal, nor falleth upon it 
with ſuchan hungry fury,much leſs ad- 
hereth outwardly unto it, bur ſofreneth 
' it chroughly, .and penerrateth to its 
very inmoſt , yea uniteth ic (elf ſo 
firmly and ſo deeply with the Copper, 
that ic cannor leave it,being forced by 
che fire ; but in regard that it is a cor- 
rohve VYo)atil Spirit, the Copper muſt 
alſo come over with it, as a, flying Vo- 
_ laril Spirit, in ſo much that nor one 
grain of the Metal remaineth behind ; 
for if you put ſome of it in a Crucible, 
and letit ftand in a ftrong fire for ſome 
houres, the Metal will quite evaporate 
that not the leaſt Veftigium of Vitriol 
remaineth to be ſcen ; butin a cloſe 
Veſſel or Retort itcannor be done with 
ſuch eaſe and expedition as in an qpen 
melting pot.: For the caſe is other- 
wile, and there is required a far ftron- 
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ger fire, and many Cohobations, as 
our Philoſopher ſaith, /oto citato, per 
repetitas cohobat iones infigniter volatilis 
fatus oper before all will come o- 
ver, which will coſt tinie, labour, and 
patience, and there muft. be no haſte, 
bur all mnft be done 'with diſcretion, 
without violence; and great care and 
confideration muſt be had of the nature 
of things, how they will be uſed, thar 
you do them right, -and” accotding to 
Nature; which you muſt Tearn from 
experience and from 'the nature of 
thoſe things which you have in hand; 
for here all information ceaſerh, which 
one man can impart' unto” atiother, 
here we muſt go into the School of na- 
ture, and ſharpen our judgment and 
underſtanding for to _ penetrate the 
ſubje&s in hand, but above all, by 
prayers made in a child-Jike* fimplicity 
_ and humbleneſſe, obtain the'blefſing of 
a good ſuccefſe from our God and Fa- 
ther. 

Now as IT have meartion:d of Copper, 
the caſe is the ſame with Gold, which 
being pur.into irs double and ſatiated 
corrohve melteth* therein, without e- 
 bullicion, like ice in watme ' water 3 
And 
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And becauſe this corroſive ſofteneth 
rhe Gold to ,its very inmoſt parts, it 
alſo cometh over with it Teadity "by 
manifold cohobations, with very fair 
colours, for the tinging ſpirit or anj- 
ma of the Gold, is very much exalted 
in its tin&ure and colour by this migh= 
ty corroſive, inſomuch that it comech 
over in a far more gloriqus ſplendour, 
than the beſt gold lookerh of irs na- 
rure, and it is very like 'rinto the 
ſplendour and beauty of the Sun rifing 
over the Horizon, which is 'no' ſmall 
delighrtto the eyes to behold 3 howe- 
ver borh ir and the Copper” niay 'eafil y 
be reduced again into a body, and 
therefore it 'is but a preparation'or 
ficting of the Gold and Copper, that 
they may be made fit to yield" after= 
wards their ſtrength 'and blood-red 
Juice unto the artificial hand 6f the 
Philoſopher, as ve ſhall now-further

How the double Corrofive is to be ſepare- 
ted from the volatilized Copper. 


A Lthough the Copper, as even now 
mentioned, is come over in form 
of a Volatile green Spirit, let none 
therefore conceive that Copper , be- 
cauſe reduced to ſuch a Spiritualnefſe, 
is ſo far unlockt and opened, thar 3c 
muſt alwayes remain ſuch a ſpiritual 
Subſtance, and thar it cannot be ſepa- 
rated from its adjoyned Corrofive, by 
no means : for a[thongh the whole 
Crew. of all common Chymical Au- 
thors in their Books do- unanimouſly 
reach (yea rejoyce highly in it, though 
indiſcreetly |) that when they forced 
over a Metal wich corrofhve, or acid 
Liquors, by means of many cohobati- 
ons, they count the ſame to be the true 
guinte eſſentia of the Metal, or the ve- 
rm potabile Metallum, and therefore 
allv bighly boaft, and glory, thereof, 
and fo hitherto ſeduced one another, 
and 
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and by ſweet words perſwaded the Au- 
ditors or Readers to applaud ir: of 
which ſort of proceſſes I could ſet down 
a great number, which might be taken 
out of their Books, if I did 'not ſpare 
the pretious rime anc, Paper ; yea our 
Philoſopher himſelf ( in chofe years of 
his Tyrocinium ) lay tick of this diſeaſe 
of Ignorance ; conceiving, when by 
means of certain corroſives and mani- 
foid cohobatjon he ferchr over the gold 
in forma Puuicei oles volatilis, thar he 
had the crue aurum potabile : Bur the 
matter is clean otherwiſe; for there 
is a twofold Solution of Metals; the 
one Friendly and Natural ; the other, 
violent; the former is fundamental 
and radical, and the ſo/veyt and the 
ſolutum can never be more ſevered a- 
ſunder, bur by reaſon of the great 
{i1militude of both their natures, they 
twane come to be one, and remain al- 
ſo unchangeably and unſcparably one: 
butin this viz. in the violent ſolution 
it 15 not fo, but alchough ir hath ſome 
ſemblance of a radical ſolntion, yet 
the event doth ſhew that there is dich 
a difference betwixt this and the other 
and that they are as unlike unto one 
ano- 
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anather,:as the ſubſtance it ſelf, and 
the ſhadow of the ſubſtance, inregard 
that in this the folvent may be 
throughly ſeparated from the ſolutwn 
by Art, and the ſolutum being melr-

Chymiatrie are (edu- 
cedand ſhamefully deceived in this , 
that they count violent ſolutions for 
ro be natural, and ſo delight rhem-. 
ſelves, and-acquielſce therein, thinkigg 
then to have already apprehended 
the truth of the matter, and takivg 
no further care co inquire afcer the 
ſincere 
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ſincere and gennine condition of the 
"true natural ſohition , therefore I 
muſt lay down- the bulineſs clearly 
and naktdly, tothe end that the de- 
firous ſeekers of 'truch may 'be no 
more gullied by the deceitfull;-ſedu- 
cing, lying and' painted Proceſſes , 
wherewith - all * common Chymical 
books: are filled np ,'and abound; and 
by rhe ſearchers of Nature wrth' grear 
expences aretryed in vain, 'but thar 
they may open their eyes themfelves, 
and begin to ſee with their own-eyes, 
and rightly ponder 'and examine -the 
Nature of things'they are about, and 
ſo'work according to the whole 'na- 
_ eure;and not credtir fo lighthythereafter 

thoſe ſweer lyingpronuſes of boaſting 
Autbors, nor ſpend their | precious 
rife, hard labour, and greaticoft upon 
them. To the end therefore, that the 
cruch-defirous Reader: may fo 'much

with it. in forme of a very Volatil ſpi- 
rit, which may ſcem therefore unto 
the ignorant to be a gatural, and for 
the future, inſeparable Idlucion, in re- 
gerd that it is done. frieadly, and 
proveth inſeparablc from its ſolvenc 3 
for that the ſo/utum according to out- 
© ward appearance, by reaſon of a fin- 
gular. harmony end likeneſs berwixc 
them , accompanieth its ſolvent on 
high ; and I muſt confeſs, thac this is 
ſuch a nice matter, as that it may fool 
not only Tyrones , bur alſo thoſe, who 
conceit to have experienced and tryed 
a great deal, into a belicf, that this 
ſo fpiritnal and Yolatil Merallick va- 
pour 15the true quintse efſeutia, where- 
as experience ſheweth ro the, contra- 
ry , that if this pretended guinte eſ- 
ſentia Metallica be thrown upon Mer- 
cury, all chat is Metallick ſeparateth 
x felf from the ſolyent, and being 
puc 
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put into a melting fire, turneth again 
co ſuch a Metal as it was before. 
Whence the Reader plainly feeth,rhat 
it was bur a ſemblance of an effencial 
or "radical ſolution, and that not the 
leaſt change or exaltation hapned une 
to the Meral, unleſs that by an arti- 
ficia] hand it be preſerved in its fo- 
lubilicy, ſo that it return not to its 
former compa&neſs, #s hereafter ſhall 
be caught. Now onthe other fide, 
ler the ſeeker of truth look upon 
Sulphur , how the ſame being un- 
locket in diſtilled Oyl doth curn our- 
wards its inmoſt red Tin&ure, and 
ſo is opened tothe very Center and 
inmoſt root, and then how firmly thoſe 
ewo not only cleave together , info- 
much chat they both turn to be one, 
bur alſo never, no not by any manner 
of way, can again beparted aſunder 
yea this is not all , þuc the Sulphur 
becorgeth ten times more precious, 
excellenter, and miore powerfull in 
ics virtues, than ic was before, all 
which you may exÞeriwent thus 5 
Take common Sulphur, or elfe che 
Combuſtible Sulphur-of Anrimony, ar . 
of any other fubjeR, and diffolye ic m 
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2 diſtilled Oyl, fo that the Oyl turneth 

very thick or blood-red, put this ſo- 
lution into a Retore, and draw the 
Oyl over very gently,and it will come 
over clear and white; and when none 
more will come over clear, then in- 
creaſe the fire ſtrongly, and at length 
cometh the laſt Oyl, and carrieth a- 
long part. of the aifſolved Sulphur 
like a red Oyl; then poure the firſt 
clear Oyl, that came over firſt, a- 
again upon the remaining dark. brown 
ſubſtance, Cohobaring the ſame from 
it again, and repeating the ſame ſo 
often, until] moſt of all your extra& 
be. come..over, and all your Oyl be 
diſtilled over-very red and rich of the 
Tin&ure 3, and your (olvent and ſolu- 
tym will be ſo united, that by no art 
they are ro be parted aſundez; they by 
rea{on of the likeneſs gf their ſubſtance 
ſo delighting in each other, and ſo 
intimate]y being united together, that 
they both are come to be one ſub- 
ſtance, and {o either both flee together 
away, being driven by the force of 
fire, or elſe by diſcreet wayes may be 
fixed together into a permanent ſub- 
ſtance ; yea, not only are they im- 
partible 
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partible,bur alfo the diffolved and vole» 
rilized Sulphur, is of far greater power 
and efficacy in Phyfick, than before, as 
dayly experience may teach every one: 
and although this ſolution of Sulphur in 
opl.be not properly a Philoſophical ſo- 
lation but only the ground and :right 
ſource of the ſame, yet it is ſufficienely 
demonftrative, and therein as in a trne 
pourtraiRure, the efſenrial, radical and 
natural ſolution of the Wiſe may be 
roelented and compared with the o- 
thet violent Solntion, to the end. that 
by coniparing together theſe 'two dif- 
ferent ſoltitions, - the truth of the buf 
nefſt may be made manifeſt, vs. that 
although the forementioned ſolution 
of the Copper reſemblech nnick to a 
radical ſolution of the metal, as agree« 
ing with the natural afnd true ſolution 
in theſe ewo points, that the ſolution 
of rhe metal is done gently, ſweerly; 
and without eballition; and them rhac 
the Metal readily aſcendeth on- high 
with its Solvent, and ſo ſeemed ro be 
rurned into one ſpirit, and one indivifi- 
ble ſubſtance therewith z yer becauſe 
the Meral can be ſevered again from its 
ſolvent, tis evident that this volatili:

Lition of the Copper is but a violent 
elevation, and not a ſpontaneous con« 
comitrance , ariſen from the likenefſe 
of nature, as it happened with the 
Sulphur and Oyle, and «s it is the 
condition of all rrue ſo[utions, having 
their riſe from fimilitude of nature, 
And therefore not only the now men- 
tioned Solution and Volatil green ſpi- 
rit of the Copper, bur alſo and much 
more the Pucatitions Oyles, Spiritus 
or Eſſentie Metallice of your common 
Chymical Writers (viz. Hertman, Pt- 
wotus , Crollis, Libavius , Agricola, 
Beguin, Rhenanus , Faber Monſpelien-, 
fis, Glauber, Keſler, and many others 
of che like ftamp, whoſe books are in 
the hands of every one) are nothing 
elſe, but { as our Philoſopher callech 
his formers fooleries in Gold in pro- 
naſmate meteori $, 6, ) mentitus {t- 
wor, adeceicful eſſence, which hath a 
reſemblence of the effential ſolution, 
but.in effe& is nothing lefſe than ſuch, 
in regard that it can readily returne 
again tOwhat it was before, and a 
ſeeker of truth darkneth himſelf nor. a 
little, by doating upon ſuch ſpecious 
and deceitful effences, and remaining

thereby;For here we muſt not ſtay atid 
acquieſce, in chat che Copper is redu- 
ced co a ſpiricual condition and Volati- 
licy,but here we muſt but now truly be- 
gin,and endeavonr (in regard that ic is 
evident by this my deduQion, that the 
Copper is not eſſentially or according 
to nature unlocke as yet, bur only firred 
for further ſolurion)how to ger the true 
Anima thence, by a true radical and na- 
tural ſolution: Therefore, knowing,thac 
moſt men are blind in this poinc, ftick- 
ing-in thoſe pucatitious Merallick efſen- 
ces,T counted it necef{ary, in imparting 
the Do&rine'of Volatiliſfation of che 
Copper,to admoniſh,that ſuch and the 
like ſolutions of Metals ought not to 
be valued higher 'than they are, and 
that none deceive himſelf, chinking 
that he hath a treaſure of health, 
whereas it is but a ſhadow : and ſuch a 
putatitious Eſſentia metalljice may be 
reduced again by an artificial hand in 
a ſhort time, yea in few houres.to ſuch 
a groſs Metal, 'as it was before, as the 
experienced Chymiater, and diligent 
ſearcher of Nature Zwelferus doth 
confeſſe in bis Writings, that 'the hi- 
therto known TinAures, Effences, 8c:

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of Metals, are nothing elſe bur ſoluti- 
ons of Metallick bodies, bur not at all 
true ſeparations. of the TinAure or _ 
ſoul from the body, | 

However it being very necelſlary, 
that the ſame be effe&ed, if we mean 
co. enjoy. the Metallick Arcaxa,..and 
next the.bleſſing of 'God. rely -upon 
them.ip gricvous diſeaſss'; And there- 
fore going on further, and enquiring 
how to get and ſeparate the pure Tin- 
&ure ( which is the only thing we: aim 
at ,) from. the fitted and; prepared Copr 
Pet We find, that our V.olatil Copper 
15 \nrrounded with a great quantity. of 
the double.corroive, which of neces 
ſity muſt be ſevered from ic firſt, if we 
intend to ger the puze- 4uima Withour 
heterogeneous mixture 5, Cſpecially, the 
corroftive having already acted. its 
part as much as.it could do, yiz.. rent 
the Copper into the moſtſybrle volatile 
parts, and reduced.it to, the ſmalleſt 
duſt ; Now the ſeparation thereot from 
the Copper, muſt not - be done by the 
mieans of Mercury, or the like Volatil 
things, which baving.agreater affinity 
with, or inclination to .this double 
corrolive than the Copper hath, do 

, quickly 
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quickly unite therewith, and being 


alſo Volatil, by one only diftillation, 
do rent this double corrofive per force 
Fom the Copper, and ſo leave the 
So_e in the bottom as a grofſe dead 
powder, which is hardened again and 
fit for nothing'; by nd means, for fo 
all your Labour which you beftowed 
upon the Volatilifaction would be loft, 
and'ſach a dead powder would not dif- 
fer from another common Crocus Ve- 
xeris, made by common Agquefort, or a» 
gue Kepis ; for in regard that the dou- 
ble corrolive hath nor only quite turn- 
ed che infide of che Copper outwards, 
and ſo per feMly firced ic for extraction, 
but alſo the ſweer Anime of the Cop- 
per by this cortofive and its power, ag 
by a reſuſcitativeand quickning means, 
doth ſhine forth'; and without ſuch a 
pertinent means this TinAure could 
not play forth ; therefore this corroſive 
muſt be ſevered and abſtrafted from 
the Copper very leafurely and imper- 
ceptibly as it were, to the end thar the 
Copper may remain turned outwards 
with irs ſweetnefſe, and unchanged in 
. Its forthſhining quality, and poſture of 
(olubility, wherein ic cannoc be pre- 
F 2 ſecved 
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ſerved,if ſo be that this corroſive, where- 
by the Copper is as it were raiſed from 
death , be abſtracted from it per force, 
and at once,by Mercury or the like; for 
in this manner each atom of the Cop- 
per would be 8s hard compa@ed, and 
lockt up again as before, its reſuſcita- 
ting corroſive being taken thence by 
ſorce,and at once;zBut there muſt be u- 
ſed other more properthings,ſuch as 1. 
may carry the corroſive thence, not at 
once,and by violence, but by degrees, 
gently and (weetly;2.which do not pre- 
cipitate the Copper,and ſever it from 
its double corrofive, but prove a ſolvent 
both of the Copper, and of the double 
corroſive;and ſo, notwithſtanding that 
in every cohobation ſome of the double 
corrolive goes along,yet nreſerve the 
Copper in its former nature,v7z.in its 
ſolubility,and in thismanner che Cop- 
per,and all its atomes are preſerved in 
the ſame condition;which only and a- 
lone is performed by the ſpirit of wine, 
as our Philoſopher teacheth us, in <x« 
preſs words, Sa! Armoniacus inde Poſt 
modum auferri debet per ſpiritus vini re- 
pelitas diffillationes, in. Duumviratu,$.9 
Therefore you muſt take highly re&i- 

Ao fycd 
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fyed ſpirit of Wine, and mix it with 
the green ſpirit of Copper, and ab- 
frat ir gently, and then poure it on 
again, and then abftra& ic again, and 
ſuch cohobation you muſt oftentimes 
repeat, doing it very gently, and the 
corroſive as a very Volatil ſpiric will 
come over by degrees with the ſpirit 
of Wine, as with the like volatil ſub- 
ſtance, and let fall of it ſelf by degrees 
the Copper which it contained, as you 
will ſee, that in each cohobation ſome 
of the Metal will be found in the bot- 
tome in forme of a very light ſpongious 
duſt, and in caſe you miſſe, as it hap- 
ned unro my ſelf ſometimes, that the 
diſtillation ſhould be too forcible, and 
the fire too ſtrong, there chancerh 
ſometime ſome of the Metal to come 
over of ſuch wonderfal fair coloursy 
thartir cannot be beheld ſufficiencly, 
and ſuch curious colours remain ia the 
head, repreſenting the moſt beauriful 
Peacocks tail, unlefſe the double cor- 
roſive be diſtilled chrough this head, 
for then al] will melt again intoit ; but 
that which'by che violent diſtillation 
is come over © of the Copper, falleth 
afterwacdsalſo to the bottom in the 

F 3 Receiver, 
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Receiver as light as down Feathers,and 
hath the ſame colour, as thoſe atom: 
have, which precipirated in .the Cu- 
curbit, to which alſo they are to be 
added, Itis alſo further here re be 
known, that the double corrofive not 
only therefore lets fall its Metal, the 
Copper, becauſe that ic comes over 
getiely with the Spirit of Wine, but 
alſo for this reaſon, becauſe the great 
ſharpneſſe and edge of the corroſive is 
blunced | and abared by the Spirit of 
Wine, inſomuch that it is nor able to 
hold the Metal any longer, becauſe ir 
hath loſt its ftrength or corrofiveneſle; 
whereof you may be convinced by this 
experiment, that if you mix this 
green ſpiric, with a ſufficient. quantity 
of Spirit of Wine, and (ct it together 
in continued digeſtion for a competent 
time ( viz, for a great ſpace.of time of 
many moneths ) the Metal will alſo 
precipitate ſlowly and by degrees, in 
forme of a very fpongious: light duſt ; 
But this bring too tedious, the more 
expedite way is by, cohobatian ; for 
then you will far ſooner attain. to- its 
period. Noy theſe cohobations being 
continued to, ſuthciency, ;and pvior- 
me 
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med as they ought, and all the'corro- 
five being got over, you have then 
thecrue. Crocus Venreris, Mertis, Aurs,8c. 
according. to- the Metal which you 
have taken of farr higher and nobler 
Vercties, than #ll the Croc; of the com- 
mon Writers; and however they be 
prepared, yet they cannot be compa+- 
red unto theſe; for their Croci - are 
dead bodies, bur here is a*reſuſcicated 
and quickned body, its foul being 
quite turned outwards, and in its full 
Iuftre, which you may perceive by the 
glorious ſplendour, which this -Crocus 


with its choiceſt eolours leaveth in the 


head, if perddventure it be driven .os 
ver by tooſtrong a heat : Now by this 
light turned outwards, this Crocus hath 
ſo. great vertue, as well for inward 
Medicine,, as externally to be uſed in 
plaiſters,. ſalves, and other ſorts of ex- 
teriour Medicaments, as hardly can 
be believed, before ic be experimen- 
ted ; And therefore alfo [ will referr it 
to the experience of che diligenc ſear- 
cher of truch, who will find far more 
Vertue in it than he is able to conceive 
at preſent 3 But to clear this 7 cannor 
forbcar to mention, why the antienc 
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wiſe Authours of the highly noble 
Chymia, called theſe reſuſcitated and 
revificated atomes of Metallick bodies 
Crocus, which fignifies Saffran ? Now 
he that hath bur a little Enquired into 
the Vertues of - this Crocus revificatus 
by experience will quickly know the 
1ea{on, viz. becauſe this Crocus Metalli- 
cus doth perfe&ly poſfeſs thoſe Excel- 
lent Virtues of $,fron, which is the 
King of all Vegetables, and therefore 
called the Philoſophers aroma, or ſpice, 
as our. Philoſopher de Lithiafi Cap. 7. 
$, 14+ declareth, adding that the A- 
rome Philoſophoram, by reaſon of its 
" Golden Tin&ure, is the ſureſt preſer- 
vative againſt the Stone, For as Safe 
fron, 1. cauſeth reſt, 2. comforteth the 
heart, 3. openeth obſtruions, 4, 
mollifieth and ripeneth that which is 
hard and unripe, 5. heajeth all that 
which is wounded, and preſerverh it 
from all Sympomes ; So. likewiſe, yea 
in a farr higher degree, and with far 
more Efhcacy, this our Crocus Fhiloſo* 
ph icus cauſeth reſt, and appeaſeth pain, 
powerfully ſtrengtheneth. weak Nas 
rure, openeth the moſt dangerous ob- 
ftrugtions of all the Viſcere, yea ſtop-

Hen your Copper .is brought © 
farr, that firſt by volatiliſation 
It 
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it-is divided into the (malleſt Artomes, 
and by the Volatil double corrofive 
reat aſunder into impalpable duſt, and 
then in a gentle way totally: freed a- 
gain from all corrofive, then and not 
before ir is fic to yield its.tinging foul), 
and heavenly virtue unto ſich a 
Menftruum, which is like unto its Ani- 
me in ſubſtance, 7iz. which is of a like 
fiery Nature as the' Tin&ure of the 
Copper is; which is a meer fire, and 


therefore called by our Philoſopher 


and other Wiſe men, the Element of 
Fire 3 conſequently cannot be ex- 
tra&ed, ſevered, or radically opened, 
bur by a very Fiery, pegetrating, ve» 
hemenc ; and ſharply ſeparating Vo- 
latile ſubſtance, which alone hath 
the power, out of the hard ligament 
of Metallick Coagulation ( performed 
in the Copper by Nature ) by a 
ſtrong Magnerick Virtue, eagerly to 
artraf irs like, and by its great Fie- 
rineſs co melt, ſofren, and. open it to 
the very inmoſt ground, root, and 
Center : ſuch a Water: or Menſtruun 
it muſt be, as toucketh nothing at all 
of the Body of the copper, nor defireth 


,to touch, - much leſs -co diffolve the 
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leaſt of it, yea hath no power at all to 
do ſo, but barely and only falleth up- 
on the Anime or Sulphur of the Cop- 

r, 28 upon its like, and receiveth the 
ame info icſelf; ſuch ad liquor you 
muſt look for in the Fiery principle, 
as I diſcovered above in the ſecond 
Chapter, viz. in the nature of the 
Gyl, which by the ſtrong power of the 
Fire being turned intothery Salt, by 
Artificial operation muſt be tranſlated 
from the ſear of a fixed Salr, into thar 
of a Volatile, penetrating, Fiery ſpi- 
rit. Now you may ſay, fince this 
Meniiruum 1s ſuch a Fiery ſubſtance , 
why can it not by itsſtrong power as 
well extraX the Anime out of a com- 
mon Crocus Veneris, Auri, Martis, &c. 
as ont of that which hath been made 
Volatil, whereby much labour, ex- 
pence and time might be ſaved in pre- 
paring of this Arcayuum? For an(wer 
now , that therefore-it cannot be, 
becauſe that the Sulphur is too faſt 
tyed tothe Corpus by the hard Metal- 
lick Coagulation, and afterwards by 
the melting Fire ( when the. Metal 
was melted into'a Corpus ) totally 
turned inwards, and Jocke up into 
death, 
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death, infomuch chat though the Me- 
tal-be ground ' and powdered ne- 
verſo ſmall, yet this Fiery Menitru- 
um cannot lay hold of its like, becauſe 
it is not turned outwards again, nor 
freed from its: hard Coagulation, and 
reduced into a Spongious,poroug,light, 
ſubſtance ; which ewo properties are 
of neceſſity required in a Crocus Me- 
tallicus, that this Fiery Menſfirumm may 
have ingreſſe to take the Element of

Tin&ares, ws our Philoſopher attribu- 
teth here nate the Sel circulatum, it 
muſt cercainly follow, that borh theſe 
proceed from che fame Foundation ; 
which alſo is further confirmed by 
this, that our Philoſopher de febribus 
cap. 14» $, 10, doth refer himſelf to 
Rainumd Lulli, as poſſeffor of che 
Liquor Alc#heft, in whoſe reli& wri- 
tings we find the DoArine of the 
Velatiliſation of Alcslies more exce> 
lencly and largely handled, rhan in 
arty other Phiſfophers books; and ' 
therefore I alſo commended him to- 
gether with our Philoſopher moſt of 
all to the Reader ; from all which, 
as infallible arguments, I do conclude, 
that by diligently exerciſing himſelf 
its the Volatiliſfation of A/calies, one 
may aſcend «sby a ſure ſtep unto the 
Myftery of the fiquor Alcabeſt it ſelf,

Body, it needeth no further perfei- 
on, but then the Anima auriis alrea- 
dy perfe& enough, becauſe it had 
obtained its perfe&ion already by 
Nature, and its Maturation, before it 
came to the hands of the Artift ; yet 
hereby is not denyed, but that chis 
by nature perfefed Tin&ure may be 
made perfeQer yet, and advanced to 
a plvſquem perfection, for the ſame

'Noble Art Chymiz, as the. books of 
the Wiſe. do abundantly teftifie : Buc 
this is befides- our purpoſe. here, it 


being my: intent only, according to

-by Nature, there needech no more 


but to adminiſter. it to the ſick and 
necefirous; but the caſe is not the ſame

.Copper and its. Sulphur is not fixed,but 
of - a- | middle-condition berwixt the 
throughly fixed Gold, and , the -to- 
tally Volatile-Minerals, and therefore 


its Anime could caſily be deſtroyed 
and conſumed by the Violence of fire, 
if it ſhould not diſcreetly be handled ; 
and therefore it is neceſlary, that 
according to our Philoſophers do- 
ctrine this Gold-like, cleanly ſepara- 
red Anima be Coagulated and fixed, 
and this by the Virtue of Fire, 
which is able to ripen all imperfecc 
things, and to make them durable. 
But the Fire muſt be ordered in chis 
buſineſs , according to the. ordinary 

H3 | courſe 
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courſe of the whole Nature , which 
from. year to year- - without cealing 
doth maturate and concoce unripe 
things to their higheſt perfection, 
which maturation is performed by 
ſteps, beginning with @ gentle and 
weak degree of Warmth; and ſo rifing 
till co the higheſt degree. of the great» 
eſt heat, whereby ar length peyfect 
maturity - is obtained : And this ſame 
miift be the way of your proceed- 
ing, and therefore- you muſt know, 
how to govern your Fire according to 
Nature, that yoa do not give it too 
ſtrong before the time, for elſe: you 
would burn and fſpoyle this Noble 
Gold-like flower, nlch that after- 
wards it could nut ſhew forth the 
tenth part of that efficacy, which elſe 
it might, being agreeably unto Na- 
ture digeſted , and Fixed flowly and 
by degrees. But that it may be the 
plainer to you how to proceed, and 
that you may not eaſily- miftake, ob« 
ſerve but, and mind wellsthe words 
of our Philoſopher, in Dunumviratu. 
S$. 9. where he 1aith firſt, chat it muſt 
| be coagulated', and afterwards fixed; 
Now you know, that Coagulation is 
co 
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to be done by a farr gentler degree © 
Fire then fixation ; and therefore be 
bur guided by thefe cwo words , and 
firſt Conpgulate ſoftly , in regard that 
it is become like Oy! by the Fiery 
moyſture of the Philoſophick Meniru- 
#», which not only reduced the Ani- 
me Cupri back'to its firſt radical} moy- 
ſture, chac is to ſuch « State, as it 
was in, at itsfirſt riſe or beginning ; 
and therefore alſo by all: che Wiſe is 
called' Redufio in primam' materians 
but allo this radical moyſure of the 
Gold-like Tin&ure of che Copper 
hath ſome part of the eſfential moy- 
ſture of the Z#{c4/ii Volaril remaining 
with ic ſtill, as' I mentioned in the 
precedent Chapter , wherewich the 
inmoſt of the Tin&ure, by reafon of 
their uniformity in ſubſtance, hath ſo 
united it ſelf,” that cach one is incli- 
ned inſeparably co remain' with che 
other; Amd therefore this Noble. 
Oyl muſt firſt be coagulared by a flow 
Pace, tothe end char ic may: contraft 
it ſelf, and ſo thicken and grow tough 
and hard' at length. And chis being 
performed, then afterwards, the other 
word of our Philoſopher viz, fixation 
H 4 mult 
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muſt alſo be effe&ed, and ſo the co- 
agulated powder leaſurely carried on 
to ſuch a. fixation by the augumenred 
degree of Fire, that it may be able 
toundergo the ſtrongeſt force of fire 
without change or damage, and then 
it is chroughly perfe&. To whieh 
perfe&ion ic muſt of neceſſity attain 
for to deſerve the name of Sulphur 
Phileſophorum, and to be able to cure 
all diſeaſes : Sulphuribus enim minera= 
lium , (ſaith our Philoſopher - p. 460. 
correfiis atque perfetiis, tota morborum ' 
cobors anuſcultat. Before they are 
brought'to this paſs, v:z, to be whol- 
ly perfe&; ir. cannot be expeC&ed, that 
all diſeaſes ſhould yield unto, and flee 
from them, and therefore their ad- 
vancement unto perfeQion niuſt of ne- 
ceſſity be ſo. ordered and carried on, 
as even: now hath been taught. And 
when you bave._ brought your bufineſs 
to ſuch an; happy n1ſlue, you will have 
ſuch a perfe& Medicine, as cureth not 
only. Vxiverſaliter all diſeaſes as a true 
Panacea, but: aiſo performeth its 0+ 
peration clean otherwiſe than all other 
Medicaments, whither -made of Ve- 
getables or Animals. For the Sul» 
| phurs 
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phura or anime metallice being a meer 
fire ( and therefore alſo called by the 
Philoſopbers Elementum ignis, in Metals 
and Minerals ) they alſo performe 
their operation, as fire uſeth to do 
according to its nature, viz, by 
warming or illuminating 3 ſo this no- 
ble Tin&ure of Copper {heweth forth 
its vertue in warming; hence it is called 
by our Philoſopher excellens calidum, 
very much warming in Duumviratu.$.9 
And then ſecohdly, by Illumination, 
for it illuminatech and raifech the 
life-ſpirit, called by our Philoſopher 
Archeus, and mindeth the ſame of its 
office, furniſhing ic alſo with Light, 
Power and Vertue : for although this 
noble Tin&ure hath no combuſtible or 
conſumptible Light now, nor is ſuch 
as it was before in its firſt riſe, as like- 
wiſe Gold itlelf, viz. a combuſtible 
Sulphur, and fo conſequently a ter- 
minat or extinguiſhable Light , and 
therefore allo now doth nor light 
forth after a common or viſible way, 
as the kindled Sulphura Mineraliados 
yer notwithſtanding the ſame being 
ſtated by art into a much higher and 
more excellent condition then it was 


by 
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by nature, doth now /ightor in a far 
more eminent way,and cafteth forth irs 
unchangeable and interminable Jighr 
and ſplendour;for now, as its nature is 
invincible by fire, andjſo become a far 
more excellencfirethan che common:ſ» 
likewiſe its light is far more eminenc 
and reaching than the common corru- 
ptible lighr, becauſe that irs light is in- 
cerminable and ſach as will never ceaſe, 
in regard that its Light anſwereth the 
nature of its ſubftance,which being in- 
corruptible, conſequently its Light alſo 
15 indeſtrufible and iuconſumptible, md 
therefore being received into the fto- 
mack of Man, the ſtomack cannot a&up- 
on ir,nor change it;but only ſuffererh ic 
ſelf and ics indwelling Archers to be 
warmed,jiluminated,and irradiated by 
this heavenly Tin&ure,which done,thts 
Tin@ure without any change goeth a- 
way through the natural draught, in its 
former weight, efficacy and (plendour; 
and itis able infinicely again and again 
toexſert and ſhew forchthe ſame power, 
vertue and help,which ic hath ſhewn be: 
fore, if it be pickt out of the excrements 
and made uſe of again. Onr Philofopher 


ceacherh the ſame very profound]y,and 
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with a through ſatisfaction unto a truth 
defirons mind, whereof I will here ſer 
down a ſingular pafſage of high concer- 
nment,out of his book and tratt called, 
InVerbis,Herbis & Lapidibus magns eft 
virtus,that you may have it here toge- 
ther, Fad need nor look for it there:

By which excellent diſcourſe four 
ſecrets are diſcovered ; Firſt, that the 
Sulphurs of Metals and Minerals, by 
the Artiſts hand being correQed and 
perfeted, or broughr to the higheſt 
perfe&ion, viz. fixation, do then unt- 
verlally 
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verſally heal all diſeaſes, Secondly; 
chat. they ſhew forth' this heavenly 
vertue after the nature and manner of 
a ſhining Light, enlightning all dark 
places and corners, that even ſo the 
Metallick fixt Arcana medica. with 
their ſplendour and wonderful Light 
( by God beſtowed upon them ) do 
iluminate and irradiate the Archers, 
which is darkned and obumbrated by 
Diſeaſes, injeting new powers of 
Light into him, and raiſing him to a 
new Life, in which ſenſe I gave this 
Treatiſe the Title of a Medicinal light, 
becauſe therein T plainly ſhewed ( our 
of our highly gifted and illuminated 
Philoſopher ) the way co obtain ſuch 
a glorious Light, eminent for the 
reſtoring of health, inſomuch that e- 
very one that is choſen for it by God, 
and borne to it by Nature, and ſo is 
dupliciter elefus, may eaſily attain to 
this Myſtery of the Light of Nature. 
Thirdly, this Text teacheth alſo, that 
theſe Metallick Arcana of Light, after 
they have afforded their great help 
and (hewn forth their power, are ne- 
ver a whit diminiſhed either in their 
ſubſtance or weight, buc _— in

Here will be not a few , which afcer 

they have read che, by me-cleared, 
Dodrine ot , ouc Philoſopher , con» 
ccrning the Sulphar Phbiloſophorum, may 
chance e6 be of opinion, that only 
the TinQure of Copper is that highly 
commended Sulphur of the Wiſe, and 
that we muſt remain only with this 
Subje&, and only thence look for this 
Noble treaſure of | health. Burt no 
ſuch miatter ; for the Anime Cupri is 
called Sulphur Philoſophorum, not in 
regard of auy ſingular prerogative 
and precedency ir bath before ocher 
Metallick bodies, but only therefore, 
becauſe it is conducible for a long 
and healchfull Life, and therefore as 
I 4 & 
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a great ſecret is only. ſought for by 
Wiſe and Underſtanding Men, who 
aimed not at mony,. riches, honour, 
pride, and Luft of the fleſh, nor would 
rhey ſpend their precions-time upon 
ſuch fading nuck, but on the contra- 
ry they employed all their under» 
"ſtanding and knowledge ( vouchſafed 
unto them by God upon their hearty 
prayers ) hereupon only viz, how ro 
preſerve .a ſound mind within a ſound 
body, and ro make this uſe of the 
Virtues which God endowed Nature 
withall, that they mighc remain in 
health and enjoy a long Life, thereby 
to have the fruition of the great 
wonders and guifrts of God for many 
years, and fſotobe able in health to 
bear much fruit unto their gracious 
Lord God, 'as fairhtull Labourers in 
his Vineyard, as our Philoſopher wit- 
neſſech in Butler, pag. 473. in theſe 
words ; Nibil eque vidorioſe in bumi- 
dum radicale agit atque primum ens 
Cupri, vel ad vitam longam Sulphure 
V itriols eſſe benignins, utpote quod idcir= 
co Sulphur: Philoſophorum indigetat ; and 
in Duumviratu ſaith he : Sulphur Cu 
pri inter arcana ad- vitam longam, © 
catervam

catervam aliquot » morborum fugandam, 
 commendabile'; and-de Lithiafi cap, $. 
$.8, he ſaith ; Cum Sulpbur iftud ex- 
ternum, quale'.e: Cnpro trabitur, nox ſit 
neceſſarium metallo perfeo; Cupro au 
tem iftud Sulphur. fit 2 Deo inditum , 
ergo neceſſe.:1eft ijud ' Sulpbur Veneris 
habere ſuss\ fines' :ad- neceſſitates ingratt 
hominis conducentes, pro infirmitatibus 
ſcilicet' bumanissi ſupra omuem- metalli- 
ce perfettionis diguitatem. In regard 
therefore , that 'the TinAure'of cop- 
per is called /Su/phar' Philoſopborum 
only for this reaſon, becauſe it is ad- 
vantageous for a long and healthy 
Life 3 but now: ſuch an univerſal Me- 
dicine alſo may. be made of. other 
Merallick Bodies; it muft needs fol- 
tow, ' that in. other Metallick Subje&s 
alſo ſuch a Sulphur Philoſophorum may 
be found, and thatic isnor neceſ{ary 
ro remain only with the Copper, 
but that [ trear moſt of Copper in 
this book , and make bur little men- 
tion of the other Metallick Bodies , 
is done therefore, becauſe I propoſed 
unto my ſelf roſublift in our Philoſo- 
phers Do@rine, which he lefr unto us, 
and intended moſt of all to —_— the . 
ame 
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ſame in this Treatiſe, whom, becaufe 
he maketh mientiow of the Azima 
Cupri., I followed here. Elſe, all Me- 
rallick Bodics may: thus be proceed- 
ed withall and analyſed, and the 
Tincrure obtained in hke: manner, as 
here of Copper hath .been taughr, 
which by due. maturation: having at- 
tained unto its perfection, 1s' like» 
wiſe the Philoſophers Sulphur, as 
well as the Tincture of Copper; And 
therefore: the method pointed out for 
to obtain from Copper its Anima, 
may alſo be obſervedin diſſecting of 
other Meta\lick Bodies, and it is not 
neceflary to enlarge further of it, they 
being all comprehended within the 
compaſs of one and rhe ſame. proceſs ; 
But let notthe Reader think, that by 
the word Metallick Bodies, I mean on- 
ly the known, and by every one cal- 
led Metals, as Gold, Lead, Tin, I- 
ron, &c. by no means , for if this had 
been my meaning, I would not have 
put Metallick Bodies, bur Metals in 
the Title of this Chapter; bur by 
the word Metallick Subje&s I under- 
fend ſuch Minerals, which have che 
like fixedneſs as Metals, which 
though 
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though they-may not. be melted like 
other Metals, yet: therefore are to be 
named Metallick;-becauſe they have 
not. only the like .fixedneſs ; all Metals, 
but allo approach. very near unto 
Gold in point. of fixedneſs, and con» 
ſequently 7 underſtand by the word 
Metallick bodies, as well all: Metals, 
as alſo all that: hath the like con- 
ftancy as' Metals have : Bur that in 
ſuch Merallick Subje&s the like vir- 
tue, yea as high-is engrafted as inthe 
Metals themſelves, yea almoſt as good 
as. in Gold, .-let not the . Reader 
think it ſtrange, but rather hear 
firſt, what the highly guifted Para- 
celſws hereof mentionerh, and after- 
wards underſtand alſo my informati- 
on, Now Paracelſuw intending to 
ſhew , which. Subje&s belides the 
known Metals participate of the pri- 
mum ens auri ( which is the true Sul- 
phur Philoſophorum ) ſaith de ſepareti- 
onibus rerum naturalium. p.m, 906, ſub 
titulo of the ſeparation of Minerals : 
Now it is further requiſite and necef- 
ſary to treat of thole things whereof 
Metals grow and engender, as the

the \primum Ens Metallorum is found, 


that: is the ſpirit - of Metals, as you

Goid, yea rather exceeds in ſplendour. 
Andtherefore let not the Reader won- 
der at it, that Peracelſus, andT alſo do 
hold, that in many other ſubjeas, 
befides the. Gold ( which deſervedly 
hath the pre-eminence above all, and 
its tincture 1s Eminexti Grady called 
Sulphur philoſopborum by the wiſe, which 
nbne will deny, :unlefſe he be quite 
a:ftrenger unto, -unacquainted with, 
and altogether :unexerciſed in Phj- 
toſophi2 Chymica ) and the Copper, the 
primum Ens Auri,or Sulphur Philoſopho» 
rum is to be found, - their great vertues 
ſhewing forth the ſame,and es expreſſed 
ſeals of bountiful natuce,convincing us 
of that truth.

'T 7 Hat I have caughtin the prece- 
V- dent Chapters viz, that alſo.of 
ſuch other Metallick:bodies which are 
of che like fixity with the Metals, -thie 
Sulpbur Phileſophorum is to be obtained, 
this may peradventure {ooner- be re» 
ceived and granted: by -the Reader, 
than what 7am now: going to demon- 
firate,':2iz. that of the wholly volaril 
Minerals, ſuch as 4nutimony, Aw ipig* 
wmentum, Zink, and the like;that ſame 
Treaſure of health may alſo be-extra- 
Qed. However not only Experiterice, 
bur alſo many wiſe men 1n their:

And ab 
though it be beſides 'my (purpofe;. to 


creafure of health contained in- them, 
and that this Treatiſe reacheth only

(in regard that the Sulpbirr Philoſopbo- 
rum as well made of Volatil Minerals, 
as alſo of the fixer Metallick bodies, is 
akogether of one andthe fame NG, 
Property,Power and Vertue ) here to 
mention how that Jewel is 'to. be got 
of the Minerals alſo. To make ir the 
more'plain for the longing ſeeker of 
Truth, be it known to him firftin Ge- 


 neral, that as the Volati] Minerals are 


very -much different from the fixed 
Metallick bodies, in that the former 
are altogetfier Volatil, open; arid ve- 
ryneer unto the firſt gy on the 
other fide, 'the ' Metallick fubje& are 
faſt coapulated and lockt up by nature 
and its fire, and ſo theſe ewofold ſub- 
je&s, as co their inbred natyre and 
condition, do very much differ :. ſo 
likewiſe there is a vaſt difference in 


' their preparation, for the volatil Mi- 


nerals neither muſt nor need at all to 
K 2 be 
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be proceeded with,like the fixer Metal- 
lick Subje&s, which firſt by potent 
double corrofives muft be freed from 
their hard bonds, and raiſed as ir were 
from death, and fo quickned, which 
is alrogether unnecef{ary in the volatil 
Minerals, bccauſe chat they. never yet 
xntred  intv ſuch a hard coagu- 
lation, ;nor were lock*c np. in death as 
it were, but are ſtill Volanl, lively , 
and ative: and therefore a)ſo another 
method of proceeding muft be uſed 
about them, Alſo the way of getting 
the Medicinal Treaſure from Minerals 
being not one and the ſame in all, but 
Various, viz. in cach Mineral a ſun- 
dry way,..:according . to our Philoſos 
phers inftrufion ; cherefore alſo-7 
will mention the preparation of one or 
other by it (elf, as farr as our Philo- 
ſopher doth give occafion..... Firſt, our 
Philoſopher commenderh ,unco us the. 
Sulphure Minxeralium in general and 
indiftinaly, when he: teacheth that 
they being corre&ed and .perfe&ed, 
will then cure all or moſt diſeaſes, 
which” ſufficiently evidenceth, char 
after  they- have attained .unto that 
perfeQion , that then they are the 
Sulpbur 
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Sulphur Philoſopborum, as well as other 
metallick bodies , becauſe that the 
Nature and condition of the Su/pbur 
Philoſophorum , is to be « Panacea, 
which being afſerted by our Philoſo- 
pher of the mineral *Sulphurs ajſo, 
they are therefore alſo of the ſame 
dignity with the others, becauſe chat 
they cure Vniverſaliter the infirmiriesg 
of Humane bodies as well as the other, 
whereof our Philoſophers words, 
in his Difcourſe quoted in the 
ninth chap. are theſe : Ipſum morbunt 
totum ejuſque remedia confidero in 
Archeo alterats vel pacato, adeoque 
minimo attaqu, vibratione, Jaculatione, 
imo ſoli radietione five illuminatione 
perfici ac compleri ſanationes, non 
habits cauſarum - occaſionalium reſpetjuz 
idque potentins aſpicia in minereliune 
remediis Sulphurezs, puta in Sulphure 
Veneri,Stibit, ac potiſimum in Sulphure 
Glaurz Augurelly, que Nymphea alio 
aomine proprio caret hattenus, &c. Hor= 
tor itaque Tyroxes, addiſcent ſulphure 
ſpoliare vi peregrins ac virulenta, ſub 
Cujus nimirum cuſtodi4 abditur ignis 
vitalis, Archeum 1n ſcopos deſideratos

In which 
diſcourſe our Philoſopher nameth 
unto us three ſorts of the Sulphur 
Philoſopborum, that is of ſych a Tin- 
Gure which Uxniverſaliter, as a true 
Panacea,healtth diſeaſes > the firſt ſorr 
he taketh from the Copper, whereof 
hitherto ſufficiently hath been ſpo- 
ken, and: which doth not properly 
belong to this Chapter, bur to the 
Metallick bodies. 

The other ſort he ſaith, is made of 
the Glaurs Augurelli,which he calleth 
in another place viz.inter imperfettiore, 
Metallus primus, five maſculus ( as muck 
to ſay as Pater Metallorum ) and 
inter arcans Paracel he termeth 
it alſo Elefrum minerale' immaturum, 
and declareth, that this Mineral bath 
a combuſtible Sulphur , which is the 
King 
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King of all Mineral Sulphurs, and 
therefore alſo the higheſt Tin&ure for 
health is prepared of it, which for 
chat reaſon is called quinte eſſentia 
membrorum, and arcanum Tinfure by 
Paracelſys. Now this Mineral as ic 1s 
hidden, and known to very few (and 
hence not called by irs proper name 
by our Philoſopher, but only Nym- 
phe }) as co itsnature : ſo, and much 
more ſecret is its. Philoſophick pre- 
paration, whereby its Volatil com» 
buſtible, Rinking, unripe Sulphur, is 
exalred to the glory and dignity of 
Sulpbur Philoſophorum, yea lo. highly , 
chat afcer ir hath attained unto its 
higheſt perfe&ion,ir ſurpaſſeth all othec 
Philoſophick Sulphurs as far in'ſplen- 
dour and glory, as the Sun the 0- 
ther Stars ; and therefore alſo our 
Philoſopher relating and commend- 
ing the above mentioned three kinds, 
he addeth the word eſpecially, or a- 
bove all other, co this Sulphur ; and 
hence alſo numbring up the Arcana 
Paracelſ;, he ſets this uppermoſt, ex- 
preſly mentioning, that this &rce- 
aum is the greatcit of all, ſaying : 
Inprimis tixGure Lili ab Elefiro mince 
K 4 ralt 
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rel; immature in vinum vite rvedetia, 
cujus una pars eff Metallts primus, als 


tera vero membrorum eſſentia. Bur the - 


manner how to obtain this great 
Jewel, and King of ell the Arcane, he 
expreſſerh thus : char firſt the com-. 
baſtible Sulphur ( which if it be burnt 
yields a blew flame ) is to be ſepara- 
red from its Mercurial body, which 
may be done after that way as hath 
been taught of Antimony in the ſe- 
cond Chapter, for ſo long as the Mi- 
nerals are ftill Volatil, open and 
combuſtible , one proceſs ſerverth for 
all, for co ſeparate their Sulphur 
from them, viz. by a fiery Alcaliz 
Upon this ſevered Sulphur is to be 
poured its own ( pertinent and only 
{ſerviceable ) corrohve ( which is no- 
thing elſe but the Liquor Alcabef, as 
appeareth by all circumſtances ) and 
diſtilled and cohobated thence, until 
the Sulphur come over like a red Oy], 
&c. which not being praGicable or 
feafible' by any other but him that 
is Poſſeſſor of the Liquor Alcabeft, 
therefore we will: wave ir, and not 
fruſtraneoully detain our ſelves there, 
for he that hath that Liquor, needeth 
nor 
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not our ihſtru&ion £ but -to him that 
'hath it not, ir' is but labour loſt ro 
mention any thing of it, 'and to pro- 


"poſe unto him any good conceptions, * 


And therefore we will paſs to the 0- 
ther, and by all feaſible way, to ob- 
rain this high Tin&ure of health , 
which our, Philoſopher alſo pointeth 
out; for he knowing well, that the 
partakers of the Myſtery of the. Li- 
quor Alcabef} are but very few, and 
yer our of his true alſe&tion and 
hearty love to the longing ſearcher 
of truth being willing, thar the effi- 
cacy of this moſt excellent and no- 
bleſt Sulphur might be known in ſome 
ſort, he lefr ſuch a way of -proceed- 
ing, which is prafticable by every 
one, that is bur a little experienced 
in Philoſopbia Chymica, yer this kind 
of eſſence requireth and preſuppoſerh, 
that this highly commended and ex» 
cellent Subje& be firſt known; for 


none can have experience of its glory, ' 


nor -manifeſt its great virtues, unleſs 
he know itfirſt : Butit ſeemeth unto 
me, that our Philoſopher —_ ſuf- 


ficient information for to know it, in 


that he callecth it Ele&rum minerals

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immaturum, item Metallam primum ; 
alſo in that he ſaith of it, that ir hath 
a combnſtible Sulphur, and a Volacil 
Mercury, his words znuter imperfetjio- 
ra are theſe ; Metallus promus five maſ- 
culus ab indole metallica neceſſario ve- 
Fitur Mecurio & Sulphure Metallic. 
Mercurio nempe liquido nec digitis ad- 
berente, & Sulphure cremabili in flame 
14 cerulea; and then he aſcribeth unto 
it alſo that heavenly Virtue, viz, to 
oppole withcrafr , and ro deftroy the 
ſame, as he writeth de znjaculatis $. 7. 
Inprimy elefirum minerale immaturum 
Paracelſi, coll appenſum, liberat quos 
ſpiritus immundus Perſequitur , quod 
spſus wvidi.. Illius Potum vero, plures 
& veneficiis ſolviſſe, memini , Nemo au- 
tem, qui appenſs illo ſimplici nou pre- 
caverit, ne injecia intromittantur, vel 
ab inportunis ligationibus confeſtim non 
ſolvatur , which virtue and great 
power I have (een 'verifyed by expe- 
Tience in my own little Son, who be- 
ing then but fixceen weeks old , and 
forſpoken. by Wickcd Diabolical peo- 
ple, or fettered importunis ligationi> 
bus malevolorum ( as our Philoſopher 


here termeth it ) for many dayes , 
:nſomuch 
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inſomuch that: it was a great' grief of 
heart unto us to: behold-the poor di- 
ſtrefſed infant, for he would not ac- 
cept: of - the Mothers breaft for many 
dayes, notwithſtanding thathe was ve- 
ry hungry an@ chirſty, and there- 
fore was flarved and conſumed. Then 
I remembred our Philoſophers 'com- 
mendation of this: noble Subje&, and 
andſo hung ir to the- childs neck; and 
let. it hang down:to the very pit of 
the: Stomack, and fo cauſed - him to 
be wrapped up in bis ſwadling cloths, 
and preſently he: fell aſleep, afceran 
hour and a halfe he wakened,. and 
defired and eagerly fell to: ſuck the 
Mothers breaſt; and ſo he amended 
from that very hour, to the+ great 
admiration of my ſelf and many: 0- 
thers, in regard that the change was 
ſo ſudden. and ſo powerful, ſo that I 
am of: opinion, that others alſo by 
cheſe: deſcribed. properties will- learn 
to know ' this Royal Subjefum ; and 
ſo is needleſs, for the ſake 'of  thofe 
that 'are worthy, to name it by a 
more expreſs and» frgnificant name , 
than Elefirum immaturum, Pater me- 
tallorum frve Metallus primus, in _ 
that 
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thatſuch and the like names do ſuf- 
ficiently expreſſe what ic is, and 
truly it would not be well done at all, 
todeſcribe it more plainly, for theſe 
Names do like a Printed Seal 
Repreſent its whole Nature, Eſfence, 
Riſe and Property, and he that can 
not diſcover it by theſe Charatters, 
is neither choſen of God, nor born 
by Nature for to know ir, elſe he 
would well underſtend this Language 
Metallus primus, and the like ,, viz, 
what the ſajd words and names do 
ſpeak and expreſſe. This precious 
ſubje& ( which Paracelſus calleth the 
Red Lyon, but Baſilins the God Sa- 
ture ) being known, it is further ne- 
cefſary, that the Sulphur be ſevered 
from the Mercurial part, in like man- 
ner as hath been done with Anti- 
mony ; for this ſolar ſplendonr muſt 
be firſt ground very fine, then mixed 
with a very fiery Alcali, ' and then 
for half a quarter of an hour ground 
rogether in a Morter, then water 
poured on, and afterwards filcred, 
and that which is contained in the 
water, that run through che filter, 


= precipitated with an; Acid Liquor , 


and 
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and then [that excellent Sulphur will 
fall co the bottom, which being .dry- 
ed is of a yellow colour, and” burnes 
like other Sulphur, yielding a celefti- 
al, or Skie-coloured flame 5 -- as our 
Philoſopher :mentioneth ; but the 
Mercurial pare remains in the Paper, 
which being dryed is kept for ocher 
uſes; yet this [ muſt mention here 
alſo, that there is yer another. way to 
fever the Mercury from this noble 
Sulpbur, viz, by elevating. the- mer- 
curial part by means of ſuch # degree 
of Fire as is requiſite, and:then it 
will aſcend- alone, and leave its red 
Companion inthe 'bottome ; bur 'this 
way 1s not for our purpoſe, becauſe 
thereby the Sulphur which: remains 
inthe bottom wilt be very much fixed 
and altered fromits former 'combuſti- 
ble: condition 3 which ought not. co 
be:in this work, as the following 
Mechanica left by. our Philoſopher 
doth fhew forth ; for he will have, 
thar the Sulphur  Metalli primi be 
diffolvediin oyl of Cinnamon, which 
cannot be done, unleſle char this 
Sulphur remain *thoroughly Vola- 
til and Combuſtible, and _ 
| ore 
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fore we . muſt Acquieſce in the firſt 


Way. 

Take therefore very pure and ſubs 
tle Oyle of Cinamon, poure i: upon 
the ſaid combuſtible Sulphur , pur 
itin a phiol, and let ic boyl cill 
the Oyl be very red and rich of the 
Tinfure; then-poure.it into a Re- 
tort, abſtra&che oyl gently, fo long 
as it. cames clear, and when by gentle 
heat. nothing more will come over, 
then: let it cool , and/ you will have 
in theRetort a thick and red extra&& 
like: congealed blood , which keep - 
the clear oy] that came over, poure 
againinto; the Phiol, and add more 
of the Sulpbur Metelli primi to it; 'in

, * Now we will alſo ſpeak of the third 
ſubje&t, whereof our Philoſopher: 
maketh 'mention, and commendeth 
the (ame-unto us, viz, of Antimony, 
and try whether in this alſo the 
Sulphur ' Philoſophorum be hid; which 
queſtioniefſe muſt be ſo, fince it is re- 
lated and put in company with the 
Arcanum Cupri and Gleure, by our 
Philoſopher, Now to extra& the 
ſame our of this ſubje&, Know that 
it cannot be brought to its higheſt 
perfe&ion afrer the ſame manner as 
the Glaura, in regard that this of its 
nature and firft riſe is farr more high- 
ly nobilicated than the Antimony , 
an 
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and therefore alſo needeth no more 
but only tobe opened and: ſoftned ſo, 
as that it may be able to play upon 


our Arches, and communicate there- ' 
- unto its radius and ſplendour, and 


hence alſo by reaſon of the great pre- 
rogative it hath aboveall other mine- 
ral Sulphurs, it is called by our Phi- 
loſopher, 'the higheſt and greateſt 
wonder of Nature, but the A4nims 
Antemonii muſt firſt be ripened and 
digeſted by a due Fire, before it can 
attain to ſuch an #excellency. Bur 
how to go abour this work , and con- 
cerning the genuine way to proceed 
therewith, our Philoſopher: hath nor 
lefe us ſafficient inftruction , but di- 
re&eth us unco Paracelſu, ſpeaking 
of this Arcanum in Pharmacopolio & 
Diſpeuſatorio Moderno $. 49. thus : 
14 Paracelſus (nimirum - corretlonem 
veneni in Antimonio Yin Tindurd Lili 
Autimonii cum” laude attentavit, pey 
ſalem ſuum circulatum ; and amongſt 
the Arcane Paracelſi our Philoſopher 
ſers this Su/pbur -Philoſophorum Anti- 
xii in the third place, ſaying, Ter- 
tio loco eft tinffura Lil: Antimonialis , 
ejuſdem poxe efficacie, &c, We muſt 
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therefore turne to Paracelſus his 
Writings, and ſearch there, in whar 
place he taught to prepare the Arca- 
* #um Lili ex Antimonis, and we ſhall 
find it in his great Cbyrurgia 1b. 2. tr, 
3- cap. 5. where he ſpeaketh of this 
Sulphur Philoſopborum thus : :The 
Philoſophers have #ryed much with An- 
timony, aud prepared the ſame many 
wayes » but the true way hath mot been 
found with them yet, but now it s come 
to light, and it is ſuch a ſcience , which 
ell Phyfitians of right ſhonld know : For 
this purification is the entry and begin» 
aing in all Diſeaſes , whatever they be : 
and if it were in uſe, there would not 
ſo much be ſpoyled as is done by the ſup- 
Foſed Phyfitians : For therefore I call 
them ſuppsſed, becauſe in all their wayes 
and . doings, they de but only ſuppoſe , 
end know notbing of a certainty, which 
x & very greet ſhame to: Phyſicians, 
Now ics preparation is this ; but he 
that will apprehend tr, muſt be expt- 
rienced in Alchymy, for 1 cannot 
fer it down in ſuch a way as is uſual 
with the Apothecaries. Take An- 
timony changed or reduced into very 


fine Alcoe! ( here the defirous ſearcher 
0 
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of Truth is to know, that the change 
or tranſmutation of che Antimony 
into Alcool, doth not fignify grinding 
into fine powder, as accordirig to the 
liceral ſence it doth ſound, bur the 
Antimony being heavy and compa& 
of irs Nature, muſt by art and by che 

wer of fire be forced to aſcend in 
orm ofa very lghe duſt, in ſo much 
that nor the lcaft remain behind in the 
bottom pertaining to the ſubſtance of 

Antimony ; and this is to be repeated 
thrice, as our Philoſopher in his 
Marginals mentioneth, and lefc behind 
him for information , ( although che 

ſame may be alſo gathered from 

Peracelſ. lib. 3. cap. 6. de vita longd2. ) 
then reverberate it in a cloſe Reverbe- 
ratory for the ſpace of a Moneth, and 
ic will be Volatil, firft white, then 
yellow, at laft red and brown, very 
light and ſpungy.” Being red and ce- 
verberated ſufficiently , take ir our, 
andextra& its Efſence Li/; with ſpi- 
rit of Wine, which is to reach twenty 
inches over it ( Here Peracelſus playes 
again with the word Spiritus Vi- 
#1 , as he didin the proceſſe of gold 
in the ſecond chapter, whereof I made 
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mention above in the ninth chapter, 
in regard that the Spritus Vini is far 
roo weak toextraft this TinQure, but 
as in the proceſle of Gold, ſo here 
the Salcirculatum is the means, which 
muſt effe& that ſolurion and ſepara- 
tion 3 as our Philoſopher 1m the 
now quoted place 5. 49. i# diſpenſas 
terio novo mentioned, inſtead whereof 
the Alcal; Volatil may be uſed, in re- 
gard that they proceed from the.ſame 
root and ground, as I mentioned 
before ) and the ſubſtance of the 
Antimony being in the Spirit of Wine, 
decant it, and keep the Spirit. of 
Wine ſo mixed together. This is the 
higheſt purification of the whole Lzlz, 
alſo the nobleft and moſt commenda« 
ble, which carriech off all chat is im- 
pure in Man, and moreover all that 
Man can find within man, If you 
find out this Medicine and Arcaxum, 
it will not make you a ſuppoſed Phy-. 
fitian, but a knowing one» In this 
manner 1s the Sulphur Philoſopborum or 
Medecina . Univerſalis Antimonii pre* 
pared, and of its great and wonderful 
vertues you may further read in the 
forementioned fifth chapter of his Chi- 
rurgy. Now 
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Now althongh this way is fo excel- 
lently good, that it cannot be amen- 
ded, yet ir is'very difficult, and one 
may eaſily miffe in it, becauſe of the 
Reverberagdon, in which one may 
quickly be out and ſpoyl all, And 
therefore ] will here ſet down an ca- 
fier and readier way, to the end that 
the Truth:defirous Reader may firſt 
crye this, as being eafier and ſurer , 
and (ſo afrerwardsalſo imitate the 0+» 
ther which is by Reverberation. There- 
fore rake the pure ſeparated Sulpbur 
Antimonii, dons as taught in the ſe- 
cond Chapter , diflolve ir with the 
Alcali Volatil, and cohobate ir ſo 
long, untill the Salr riſe like a Rubie, 
and you have a farr ſhorter and ſurer 
way : But this Tin&ure is not perfe&- 
ly fo vertuous as the former, made b 
Reverberation, which þy the fire hath 
been brought to more maturity and 
perfe&ion, 

If any one pleaſe, he may alſo make 
an Effence of the Sulphur of Anti- 
mony in ſuch a manner, as even now 
hath been mentioned, of the $u/- 
phur Elefri immaturi ; and this is 
then the true Baiſamus Sulphuris for 
* In- 
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inward uſe, in regard there 18 no 
difference in this ar all, only there 
will be a difference as to their Vers 
rue. 


CAP. XII. 


That the Sulphuc Philoſophorum may 
alſo be made of Common Sulphur. 


A Eough our Philoſopher doth 
not teach any thing concerning 
the preparation of Common Sulphur, 
which ariſech co the excellency of the 
Sulphur Fbiloſophorum, yer for all that 
it is Not excluded from thence ; for 
though our Philoſopher in the place 
ofren quoted doth ſpecify by name 
only the Sulphur Cypri, Glaure, or E- 
lefiri minerals & Antimonii, yet he 
will among the reft alſo have under- 
ſtood and comprehend che common 
Sulphur; in regard that he ſaith in 
genere. Hortor itaque tyrones, addiſ- 
cant ſulphura mineraliam ſpoliare vi 
peregring ac Virulenta, (ub cujus owito- 
dies abditur ignis vitalis, Archeum i8 
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ſcopos deſideratos placidifims dedus 
cens, Now that the common Suk 


phur is not excluded, the highly ex- 
perienced Paraceiſus alſo doth teach , 
relating the ſame among thoſe Ar- 
cana ,vis. Gold , Pearl, Antimony , 
which are conducing to a long Life, 
as it may be ſeen in his book of 
long Life, 1b, 3. cap. 7. in which and 
in many other places more he callech 
common Sulphur ſuch a Balſome , 
which preſerveth all chings, and tin- 
geth chem with irs cin&turce to per- 
fetion ; and in his book de tranf- 
mutatione rerum naturalium, he ſaith 
expreſly, that common Sulphur as 
well as Gold hath power to tinge 
the body of Man into the higheſt de- 
gree of health, whereof theſe are his 
words, worthy co be confidered : che 
Tin&ure of humane bodies, for to 
tinge them into their bigheſt health, 
and expel all diſeaſes from chence , 
to recover all loſt Virtues and colours, 
to reſtore and renew are theſe, Gold 
Pearle, Antimony, Sulphur, Vicriol 
and the like, 8c, being prepared or 
brought into their Arcana, of whoſe 
preparations we teach in other books 
L 4 at 
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«t large, &c, The fame end in like 
manner he teacheth alſo in his book 
de renovatione Of reſtauratione, ſaying : 
the primnm ' exs which comes from 
Sulphur is ſo effeQtual ju humans cor- 
_ that it reneweth all che radical 
umours with all their adherencies; 
and in the: ſame book alſo he ſets 
down a proceſs, ſo to diſſolve and ri- 
pen Sulphur, as that it may be able 
co effe& ſuch an univerſal purificati- 
on, renovation and reſtoration of all 
loſt virtues and powers in the body 
of Man ; conſequently a Sulphur . Phi- 
loſophorum niay 'alſo be made of com» 
mon Sulphur , henee we will by no 
means paſs'it by, but mention its pre- 
paration here alſo, becauſe that of it 
as well as of the Sulphur Cupri & An- 
timonii, an univerſal Medicine is tobe 
made, yet each in its degree and con- 
dition, into which it hath been fta- 
red by Nature in its firſt generation/: 
for although the Tin&ure of Copper 
Univerſally-cureth, yec doth it not 
perform the ſame ſo gloriouſly and 
{o- emitiently as the Tin@ure of the 
Sulphur Metall; primi : fo likewiſe com- 
paring the TinQure of — 
wit 
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with that of Copper , this latter is 
found farr more excellent than the 
former ; and ſo further rhe caſe is ſtill 
the ſame berwixt Antimony and 
common Sulphur, viz. rhat the Tin- 
@ure of the former doth fo farr ex- 
ceed the perfefted Anime or Eſſentia 
of the common Sulphur in ſplendour 
and ſhining Light, as nature in theic 
firſt | Generation hath more highly 
Nobilicated and Stated the. former 
than the latrerz which nature ic ſelf 
doth ſhew forth, and experience teach- 
eth us; and becauſe this ſecret hath 
not been diſcovered hitherto, thoughr 
it neceſſary to open it unto the Reg- 
der, that he may rightly apprehend 
the ground thereof, For although 
the Sulphur Avtimonii be as well Vo« 
latil and combuſtible as rhe common 
Sulphur, and fo no difference betwixc 
them es to their Fixicy or Maturity ; 
for all that they are ſo much diffe- 
renced asto their virtue, that the Sy/- 
phur Antimonii, without any further 
preparation being given to the pati- 
ent, is of far greater, quicker and 
more powerful operation, than the 
common Sulphur, though often _ 
ne 
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med; which proceedeth from no 0- 
cher, but ics inbred excellency, where- 
with it hath been endowed by Na- 
ture; andſo the Sulphur Cupri hath 
greater virtue, than that of Antimo- 
ny, and ſoforth, But ſome may ſay, 
thac the Sulphur of Antimony being 
extracted and made vifible by an 
Alcali, hath been correQted and me- 
liorated by the fierineſs of the fixed 
Alcali, and thence is more excellent 
in virtue, but 'not by reaſon of 
its birth : For anſwer, it js confeſſed, 
that the Sulphur Antimonii and all 
other Mineral Sulpkurs being for a 
| Jong time united and boyled with a 

fhery Alcali ( as the ſame ſhall be 
faithfully demonſtrated and taughc 
afterwards ) indeed come forth me- 
liorated and amended ; bur in extra&t- 
ing of the Sulphur of Antimony, the 
Alcaliis but ground with the Anti- 
mony, water poured on, and in that 
moment that 'che A/cal; impregnated 
with the ſulphur, doth run through 
the filter, the 4cidum may be pur in, 
and ſo the Alcali again ſevered from 
the ſulphur. Now what maturation 
or melioration can the ſulphur of 
Antimony 
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Antimony receive from the Alcal; 
in ſuch a moment of time ? which [ 
leave to you to judge of; Bur put 
cale, that you could not acquieſce in 
this, know chat there are yet other 
wayes toextraft the ſulphur, ſo thar 
the Alcel; do not touch the ſame, nor 
any other thing do a& upon ir, and 
yet it doth readily riſe from the An- 
cimony, as if you put thereupon its 
Acetum, which will admic of no com- 
munion at all with the ſulphur, bur 
preſently aſfociateth ic ſelf ro the 
mercurial paft of the Antimony, and 
ſo the ſulphur: is ſet free from its 
Mercury, and therefore riſeth in a 
very gentle heat, in colour like 0- 
ther common ſulphur, and not dif- 
ferenced at all-from the common, nei- 
ther in colour, (mell,taft,volarility nor 
combuRiibleneſs, only that it yields 
a fairer Light, being burnt, than the 
common ſulphur doth being kindled, 
and yet notwithſtanding that it is (o 
like unto common ſulphur, and hath 
not been touched nor extrated by 
any thing that could have meliora- 
red the ſame, bur hath been readily 
diſmifſed from its Mercury, this ha- 
ving

ving been ſatiated by ſome more ac- 
cepteble thing, it ſurpaſſeth the conv 
mon Sulphur for all that ſo much , 
that it is to be admired, that there is 
ſuch difference betwixt chem, as to ef- 
ficacy and vircue, which onlp pro- 
ecedeth from their differentnatures, 
and that according to the firſt ſeed 
of theſe Minerals Nature hath be- 
ftowed a greater excellency upon the 
one than upon the other ; The ſame 
is alſo to be ſeen by our Philoſophers 
Mechanics , teaching, that we ſhall 
extra a ſulphur from' Antimony, 
ſuch as to its outward appearance doth 
not differ from common ſulphur , 
only that it is- a little greater, and 
then with Mercury to make a Cinna- 
brium of it, and ſublime it ſeven times, 
afterwards take half an ounce of it, 
and let it hang into a barrel of wine 
for xx1Vv. hours, whereof for ſome 
dayes a ſpoonful taken every day, 
will be of ſo great effe&, that it will 
be much wondred at:, and that ſuch a 
a Philoſophick Cinnabrium may with- 
out ending and diminiſhing of its vir- 
rue be uſed for this purpoſe, being buc 
ſublimed again, Now try the ſame 
with 
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with common ſulphur, in caſe thet you 
cannot epprehend or affent unto my 
former proofe, and you will find by 
experience,that you will cfte& nothing 
.with ic, bur that the great prero- 
gative, and notable pre-eminency muſt 
be granted unto the Sulphur Anti- 
worit , by reaſon of its inbred, more 
excellent Virtues , which ic hath and 
pofſefſeth according to its inbred na- 
cure, although in the outward ſhew 
they be very like to one another. And 
herein lyes a great Myftery, and ex- 
cellent knowledge of the Metallick 
and Mineral Kingdom, which hither- 
to ( for ought 7 have read and heard) 
hath been cleared and opened by none, 
and therefore ſhall not be pafſed over 
with fhlencez For the yature of all 
Metallick and Mineral Sulphurs is like 
unto che nature and condition of the 
Stars, yeathe Mineral . Sulphurs are 
true and, exprefſe images, formes and 
produds of the Srars; for az the Stars 
are fire and light, fo likewiſe the Sul- 
phurs ; as choſe do warme and lighten 
ſo theſe; and as thoſe do quicken and 
can do no otkerwile, bur ro raile life, 
for they are altogether light and life, 
yea 
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yea a ſource of quickning virtue,ſo like- 
wiſe the Sulphur can do,no other but do 
good and warm, lighten and make alive 

But to the end that the defirous 
ſeeker of Truth may truly under- 
ſand this Myſtery, and rightly appre- 
hend my meaning, I do impart unto 
him according to my knowledge , 
which God in his mercy hath granted 
unto me, thac all the Sylphura of the 
whole Metallick and Mmeral King- 
dom, not one excepted, are created 
of one ſubſtance, viz. of che groller, 
thicker, earthy or lower fire, which 
is the Mother and firft riſe of them all, 
and ſo are totally of one nature, of 
one deſcent, and of one ſubſtance, 
even 8s the ſtars are of one and the 
ſame ſubſtance, viz. created of the 
heavenly, that is of the ſubtler fire, 
and the Nature, both of thefStars, 
and alſo of all the Sulphurs, confifteth 
chiefly in two Vertues, in warming 
and lighting. Now as the Almighty 
hand of the great Gud in the begin- 
ning created all ſtars of one maccer 
and ſubſtance, viz. of a ſubtle fiery 
Light, and yer from the firſt begin- 
ning of their creation made the _ 
Arn 
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more 'glorious, more powerful, and 
and more ſplendid than the other : 
So the caſe 1s the {aine with the metal- 
lick and Mineral Sulphurs, which 
God alſo created of one ſubſtance, 
viz, of a grofſe and earthy thick 
fiery Light; bur yer withal hath framed 
the one more glorious, and far more 
vertuous than the other, and fo at- 
tributed unto cach one its peculiar 
glory, which it cannot exceed, though 
it be perfeQed, as much as is poſſible, 
in ſo much chat no Sulphur can take 
more vertue, than hath been given 
unto it by the Creator in its firſt ori» 
ginal formafion ; And as you ſee 
that one ftar. is much faicer and 
brighter than the other,ſo likewiſe one 
Sulphur ſurpafſeth che other, as I have 
clearly demonſtrated, concerning the 
difference betwixt the Sulphur Anti- 
monti and xthe Common, that chis 
latcer cannot reach, nor be advanced 
unto the glory and ſplendour in heal- 
ing which che former hath, though 
ic be ſublime never ſo often. And 
the ſame is alſo the condition of the 
Sulphur Antimonis compared to the 
Sulpbur Eledri mineralis immeturi, ay 
al- 
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althongh it is much more glorious 
3s to its concreated ſplendour than 
the Common Sulphur,yet can it not 
attain to that height and excellency 
which the Sulphur Elefiri immaturi 
hath, viz. that by bare ſuſpenfion 
from the neck it can ſuddenly looſen 
the Witchcraft 5 no, ſuch a glorious 
ſplendour it is not endowed withal ; 
ſo that icis ſufficiently evident, that 
alchongh theſe three be all combuſti- 
ble and volatil, yet chcy are very 
unlike- one another, only becauſe of 
their firſt generation, herda each 
got its peculiar ſplendour , Power , 
light and vertue. Now as you fee 
further that among the ftars the moſt 

lorious is the Sun, which far ſur- 
paſſerh all the other with its ſplen- 
dour, lighr and vertue; yea as the 
highly illuminated Tenutonicus Philo- 
ſophus Facob Bohme in his book de 
tribus principiis, as allo de ſignature 
rerim, allo de triplici vita, and others 
more, according to his wiſdome end 
profound knowledge jay unto 
him by the Spiric of God , teacheth , 
the Sun is the root, ſource, and 


heart of the Stars, whence they all 
did 
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did flow; and{o of right may be cal- 
led, and is in-truth the Facher of the 
Stars, in regard of their ſource, and 
a King of them, becauſe of its great 
pre-eminence..in ſplendour :_ Even ſo 
12 like manner the Merals and Mine- 
rals have alſo their King and Father, 
which ſurpaſſech chem all, and chere- 
fore is called Metallus primus five Maſ- 
culus ( which lignifyech as' much as 
Pater metallorum ) by our highly 
guifred and profoundly learned Phi- 
lolopher He/mont, asalſo by Paracel- 
ſus, which have by Gods blefling ac- 
knowledged theſame; yea ſeen. per- 
fetly with the eyes of their under- 
ſtanding , that this EleGum minerale 
hath the ſame relacion co all che reſt, 
which che Sun hath to all other ftars, 
and lo of righe may be called rhe 
King of the Mineral Kingdome, in 
regard that this proceederh from it, 
juft a» a tree ſpringeth from its coor, 
and becauſe that ics ſplendour and 
light is ſo excellent in its wholeſome 
vertue and operation, chat none of 
all che Metals and Minerals can do the 
like, thefore its heavenly TinRure 
is ſet down in the firſt place — 
M 4 
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all the great: Arcani Paracelfi, as on 
Philoſopher doth relare in his book 
and [ have 'mentioned already in-the 
former chapter, as | have allo ſhewn 
alittle before, how -much it exceeds 
the Sulphur of Antimony in fſplen- 
dour; which Sulphur yer is of ſo great 
efficacy, that it is to 'be: admired, as 
our Philoſophers quoted - words have 
mentioned, and therefore alſo this 
Mineral King is called by our Philo- 
ſopher,-n4 Paracelſus, the Drinte eſſen» 
tia of all members, becaule that no- 
thing doth ſo complearty firengrhen 
all the Members as 'this Royal Tins 
&ure; hence alſo its cailed by them 
Simpliciter & ſetundim excellenttiam 
Arcanum ' Tinfure, becauſe that the 
Tin&ure of life is eſpecially and -as 
bove-all put into this Royal ſubjeR& 
by Nature, in_ which [ence -our 'Phs 
loſopher inter imperfeFiora callech ir 
the higheſt and moſt excellent of al{ the 
wonders of Nature, yea the greateſt 
and moft - effetual means for Tong 
Life, whereupon we moſt relie 5 - 44 
vitam longem, ſaith he, ſolus apex & 
culmen fpes 3; end mirabilium nature 
culmen, which comme ndation doth 
not 
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not properly belong uatoat;- till it be 
b rought into. its Arcauum, that is, 
till it be ripened, compleatly di- 
geſted, and. perfeQed, and then it is 
the Sulphur Philoſophorum above all 
other ; and although the Sulphurs of 
all the others be brought. to the ſame 
maturity affd fixation as the Sulphur 
of the Ele&rum immaturumy yet - thoſe 
cannot ſhew forth ſuch an excellenc 
ſplendour and- luſtre as this, becauſe 
that each one ' preſently-from its firſt 
generation carrieth ity; determinate 
height and glory along, which it 1s 
impoſſible co exceed, ic being contrary 
co che will of the Creator, by whoſe 
Will all are made, and who would 
have ic ſo, that ſuch a Sulphur ſhould 
light in. this, and ſuch an other in 
an other glory, to the end chat in this 
manner the manifold: Vertues and 
Lights ( which otherwiſe wonld re- 
main hidden- _): of the heavenly ſub. 
ſtance, whereof theſe are the exprefſe 
ſtamp. or print, and from which theſe 
are as, mighe be made manifeſt, 
and ſo man: might wonder-at. che great 
- variety of thoſe mighry and innumera- 
ble powers of Nature, and ſo be drawn 
M 3 on 
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on to praiſe the great God ay Crea- 
tor ofall theſe Lights. So that you 
hence clearly ſee the great difference 
among the perfeted Arcana, and that 
the name of Sulphur Philoſophorum be- 

| longeth more tothe one than to the 
other ; alſo, that each one hath and 

'may attain unto its of -Nature derer- 
minated perfe&ion, and not higher 3 
end therefore alſo the Commen Sul- 
phur ( for whoſe ſake we were necel- 
firated co make this ddinfion ) can 
bur atcain unto ſuch. a p: rfeRion, as 
1s attributed unto it by Nature, viz, 
Which is not fo excellent as that of the 
reft, bur in the loweſt degree of all), 
and yer for all that yielding'a true Pa» 
necea, as We have heard by Paracelſus 
his reftimony, and ſhall-now under- 
ſtand further by the Mechanick De» 
monftration ; for the obtaining where- 
of you muſt know, that the common 
Sulphur is # imple or ſingle ſubſtance, 
not united with a Mercurial body as 
other Minerals are, but conlifting of 
alrogether Similar parts, and being 
Similar all over; conſequently need- 
eth no purification, nor ſeparation, 


but only this, that being altogether 
Vo- 
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Volatil , Unripe, Combuſtible, and 
partly Venemous, it be maturated, 
digeſted, and niade perfeQ&, and in caſe 
that it had been mixed with hetero- 
geneous things, that ic be ſublimed 
once or twice firſt, and afterwards 
digeſted cill co irs maturity. And the 
Common Sulphur and irs maturation 
is not unlike unto a piece of fleſh or 
meat, wherein is great vertue to (a- 
tiate and comfort man, bur. being yet 
raw, it muſt be firſt prepared by perti- 
nent cooking, that it may impart its 
vertue unto Man : Even fſo- Sulphur 
chough it be of a great Balſamick 
Virtue ; yet it containeth alſo much 
of chat, which is contrary and hurt- 
ful unto our nature, wherewich ſo long 
as the Sulphur remains ſo, it doth kill 
more than it can quicken, as TI' bave 
had the experience of its virulency 
in my own ſelf, about ren years ago, 
having then been thrown , down by 
its ſtinking poyſon,that | was like dead, 
and deprived of my interiour and ex- 
teriour ſences for a whole hour,where- 
of | was freed and reftored again by 
an Antidote prepared ofcheſelf ſame, 
And therefore ics viculency ought co be 
M 3 IC 
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removed or- rather maturated and 
perfe&ed by digeftion 3 For: ſuch Ve- 
nom and'death muft not be taken a- 
Way or nn from the Sulphur , 
bur perfeted and introverted or ſhut 
up in death ; on the other fide the 
internal hidden Light and Splendour 
is to be turned outwards, as our Phi- 
loſopher ſaith : Sub Veneus ſeu Viru- 
lentie cuStodia abditur ipny Vitalis, 
Atcheum in ſcopos deſfideratos placidiſ- 
fime deducens. Now this maturation 
and perfe&ing by digeſtion, is to be 
done in the ſame way, as a piece of 
fleſh is cooked thar is enough, v1z. 
only by the heat and power cf the 
Fire, and ic is not-necefſary,but rather 
very hurtful, to uſe heterogeneous 
corroſive Waters for this purpoſe, as 
the Chymick Writers in their Tyro- 
cinia , Comments, Proceffes, and 
many other ſort. of Books do perverſe- 
ly teach, for ſuch corroſive things do 
pervert and ſpoy le. the. Sulphur fo, 
that it gets another nature; for if 
without addition of ſuch ' corrofives it 
be cooked only by the Fire, it then 
retains ity natural, balſamick , ſoft- 
ning and molliffing moyfture, — 

wit 
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with.it oughe to enlighten outwardly, 
but che ſame_is taken away from it by 
addition of acid and corrofive waters, 
for chey penetrate thereinto,--and 
make it harſh, and quite other. than 
it was created by bountcous. nature ; 
and although they do think, chat by. 
this way they may . the ſooner fnidh 
their work, which alſo they, do, yet 
they do nor , contider, the: great 
hurt they do, that by ſach Hetero- 
geneous and contrary things chey 
do quice alter, pervert and. ſpoyle 
its Nacure 3 Therefore follow, Na- 
tare, whoſe operations are all fim- 
ple and plain, preſerving every thing 
in its innate condition, which you may 
evidently fee in all Metals, yea in 
the Gold it ſelf, which in its firſt 0« 
riginal generation as to its Anima, 
was a true combuſtible ' Sulphur, how 
Nature preſerved this Sulphur fo 
carefully in irs fuſibleneſs, chat al- 
chough it hath been brought to the 
higheſt fixation, yer ſtill hath kept 
ics original fulibleneſs. But by whac 
means hath Nature - performed the 
Came ? barely and only by the Fire 
contained in ics inmoſt boſome, and 
M 4 made 
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made not uſe of corrofive ſharp waters, 
as the whole crew the common _wri- 
ters reach now a dayes, but cooked 
the ſame in a ſimple plain way, by 
hear ſo long , till it came to be per- 
fe& and' fixed, as alſo all Paracelſus 
proceſſes - tending to this Arcanum 
Sulphuris are wholy conſonant to this 
forelaid way of Nature. So we muſt 
do in like manner, follow Nature, 
and conſider well how it worketh , 
and not invent ſuch Rrange wayes, 
whereby we work differently from, 
and contrary unto Nature, and fo 
produce clean other fruit, than Na- 
ture doth. Intending therefore to per= 
feft the common Sulphur which is fu- 
file and fimple of its nature,ſo as it may 
be conſonant unto the proceeding of 
Nature 3 put it in a phiol, having firſt 
been ſublimed once or twice before, 
and digeſt ir only of it ſelf by ſuch 
a fire as its nature requireth, untill 
it do alcend no more, nor is com- 
buſtible, but wholly fixed and per- 
feed > which though + it require a 
long time, and conſtant,and good look« 
ing to, that, ix bach no more heat 
than is neceſſary ; but on the _ 
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fide it is a plain and fimple way, 
which needeth no other preparation 
coſtly Menfirua, and the like, but may 
be done barely and only by fire, and 
ſuch is the proceeding of Nature 
with Metals under ground, and no 
other. Bur in regard that this work 
is of ® long laſting, and requireth 
much time, to the end therefore , 
that in the mean time you may not 
be weary nor dubious, whither the 
Sulphur will come at length to per- 
fe&ion , I will lay you down a plain 
and convincing demonſtration, that 
you may be afſured of the perfeQion 
ro come, and {o hold on in your work 
and finiſh ir. Take therefore ſome 
of your Sulphur, ſo digeſted for ſome 
weeks, diſſolve it in oy], diffolve al- 
ſo ſome of ſuch Sulphur ( as it was 
in the beginning before digeſtion ) in 
Oyl, and you will find that the lat- 
ter ſolution ſtinketh horribly , bur 
the other ſmelleth very Aromarical- 
ly, in Teſtimony, chart part of che 
Venome ( from whenee as from a root 
the horrible Rench doth flow is ripe- 
ned and changed z which you will al- 
ſo know by the great Vertue, which 
this 
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this already for ſome weeks ripened 
Sulphur. will ſhew forth beyond all 
other common flores Sulphuris 3 and 
therefore chearfully go on, untill jc 
be quite fixed, and be not wearied 
by che length of time , but remem- 
ber the end, that ir will prove joy- 
ful for you, and bring unto you ſuck 
a Noble Treaſure of health, and yer 
doth coſt you no more, but only a 
few Coales, and careful looking to the 
fire. 

Now although this mariner of pro- 
. ceeding be quite conſonant unto chat 
which Nature itfelf uſeth, ia regard 
that the (ame alſo ſimply and plainly 
by its fire doth perfe&ly digeſt che Mi- 
nerals and Merals,tranſlating them from 
Volatilicy into the greateſt fixity, and 
that in this manner you have rightly 
worked according 'to Nature ; yet this 
doth not hinder, that there may be 
nota better and ſhorter way ro at- 
tain. chereunto , in regard that by 
this, Art is diſtinguiſhed from Nature, 
yea this is,and 1s properly called art, 
which beginneth where Nature cea»- 
ſech, and knowes how to amend and 
meliorate that which Nature work- 
eth, 
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eth, which flowech from the under- 
ſtanding and Wiſdom of Men, which 
bath been communicated by the un- 
ſearchable Wiſdom of God unto the 
Children of Men, all which, as well 
thoſe which are of the leaft account 
with us, as alſo your high and great 
works of Arr, are nothing elſe bur 
printed Images, of the Infinite, Innu- 
merable, Unſearchabie. Powers and 
Wiſdom of God, which the Man which 
coni{idereth thoſe Wonders cannot 
ſufhciently admire, and praiſe his 
God and Creator, as holy David 
alſo faith very excellently Pf, 111. 
The works . of the Lord are great, be 
that regardeth them, hath bis. pleaſure 
altogether in them: but he that doth 
not regard them, that is, doth not look 
upon them as a Man of forind reafon, 
pondering whence thoſe wonderfull 
Arts, and manifold Wiſdom of God 
proceedeth or floweth, is like a beaſt, 
which only enjoyes thoſe glorious 
things, and makerh uſe of them , but 
isnor thereby as by a guide lead or 
carried up to the Creator, who is 
the ſource of all thoſe manifold guifcs, 
Now if we ſharpen our ICY 
an 
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end eonfider, whither this former way, 
which is (ſo conſonant unto Nature, 
cannot be amended or abbreviared ; 
preſently there offerech ic ſelf the 
daily praftiſe of the Cooks, which 
though according to che ſample and 
plain way of Nature they can ripen 
and roaſt their fleth only by the bare 
fire, inſomuch that a Man may enjoy 
,and refreſh himſelf cherewich, with- 
out any. more ado ; yet according to 
Arts -invention , which playes and 
ftirs in them like « ſource, they uſe 
weans for to advance this maturati- 
*on, or cooking of the fleſh, that it may 
be the ſooner ready; viz. laying the 
fleſh in Vinegar for ſome weeks, the 
Vinegar dorh (ſo prepare it, that they 
need not halfe the time for the making 
of it ready, which they fhould have 
needed, if it hadnot lain. in the Vi- 
negar; Letus therefore ſee, whither 
there be not alſo a Liquor in the Chy- 
mical Kitchen and Shop, whereby the 
ſulphur may be firſt marinated or pick- 
led, and ſo firted tor the following 
perfe& fixation, ſuch a Liquor can be 
none of the ſowre Corrofive: ſpirits, in 
regard that theſe have no affinity with 
ſulphur, and ſo not only are not able 
co 
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to mollify the fame, but aiſo as being 
ics enemyes, do ajrer the ſame in its 
inbred molifying vertue, and do 
pervert and ſpoile it, and ſo deprive 
-1t of its natural connate treaſure. 
Now in che preparation of the Sul- 
phur this muſt be-aimed at, chat it be 
preſerved and amended in its former 
naturs] endowment, but not corrupt- 
ed and perverted jnto a ftrange harſh 
ſubſtance, which is torally unlike to 
its Originall, And therefore we 
» muſt leave all Acida andCorroſiva, 
if we mean to hit the the mark we 
aimed at, and thus to prepare the 
Sulphur, that ic may remain 1n, its 
firſt nature and co 3 bur. ſuch a 
moyfture as is for our curne we may 
get beſt from ſuch ithings,, which as to 
their ground ſtand upon the ſame root 
wich the Sulphur, and ſo are of che 
ſame, that is of a fiery nature; and 
ſuch are the fixed Alcalies, which by 
vertue of their fiery burning and ripe- 
ning nature can ſo prepare the Sulphur 
thac the following work afterwards 
fajleth out much eafier and ſhorter ; 
And chis tnxay be done. two ſeveral 
wayes ; firſt by boyling the Sulphur 
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with a very fiery A4lcali in water for 
a long time, and.,you muſt herein look 
ro the ground, and well conlider, what 
ſerves your turne, the fieryer your A/- 
cali is, the more ſpeedily your pre- 
ration will be ended, and therefore 
be diligent te niake very fiery Alcelies 
andro exalt them in their fierineſſe 
to the higheſt, to which end Mars will 
readily yield you its fiery ſalt; In ſuch 
and the. like fiery. Alcali boyle-your 
Sulphur, the longer the' berter, as you 
will fee by experience, - the longer 
you macerate it thus, -the more- po- 
wer it- will ſhew in. Pbyſick. already, 
before its perfe& and final fixation, 
Having prepared it ſufficiently thus, 
precipitate che ſame then with an 
Acidinn, and you. will have ſuch an 
exce|tene! prepared Sulphur, as you 
could not have imagined before ; wit- 
nefſexhe Lac Sulphuris of the common 
Chymica| Authours, which is but once 
difl6lved with the 4/ca/;, and preſent- 
ly precipitated, and yet by this ſmall 
boy hng-gers ſuch an exalted power 
fromthe ticrynefle of the A4/cali,that ir 
is of farr greater vertue than before it 


was boyled cherewich, and the flug- 
| ; giſhneſs 
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2i(hneſs and fimplenefſe of the com 


mon Chymiſts is much to- be wondred 
at, that none hitherto was found a- 
mongf - them, which! hath” confidered 
of this foundation , nor begun to ar- 
gue, if the Snlphur in ſo ſhort a time, 
by a ſmell boyling, bath got ſuch a 
great amendment, inſorauch' that "ic 
becometh farr nobler and farr more 
powerful than” it - was :before, it mbiſt 
then follow;”that if we ſhonld boyle 
ic thus for « long tire, 88 alſo; if we 
ſhould exalc our A/ce!/;in Ms fierineſſe 
that we ſhould alſo exalr our Sulphur 
much higher -in its vertue; ,But there 
hath been none hitherto which choughc 
of it , bur'-tkey reſted themſelves 
content with cheir' Lac Sulphuris, and 
{6 the one faid ir, und! writ ic after the 
other, and ſo they ſung ſtill the ſantic 
ſong-: And this is eruly the moderne, 
much Jamentable caſe? bf - the noble 
Chymiatriz, 'that rhe moſt-parr of che 
Chymiſts( as not only their: books, 
bat alſo their daily praGtiſe witneſ(- 
ſet'h), moſt -of them advancing no 
higher,” nor knowing any more, buc 
what they find written in books, 
which alſo many times- falleth difliculc 
cnough 
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enough for them to imitate ) are ſo 
deeply darkned in their underftagd- 
ing ,, that they do not conlider of 
thoſe thing, which they work upon, 
of what nature they .be, whence they 
have their riſe, how and in what man- 
ner, and by what power thoſe things 
which chcy-deal in, -do exert. their 
Vertne and Power, and how the one 
doth a& into the other, and can eirher- 
mend or marr it, ſuch thoughts never 
enter into. heir. brains," bur only, 
make this {, and the other thus, mix 
this wich ſuch a thing,” and that with 
che other, and ſo forth without .end, 
and when one doth nor ſucceed, chen 
another procefſe is caken in hand, 
and ſo they are right: proceſs-mon= 
gers, and children in- underſtanding,.

this cauſe, that the Mind in which ( as

is groſſeſy: darkned and obumbrated 
with earthy-muck and naftinefſe, wi h 


hoggiſhdefires of earchly and corrupt. 


tible things, with Diabghcal pride, 
covetouſneſſe, umbiciang pleaſure: of 
the fleſh, and with anEmſacrable de- 
fice of the earchly corfuptibie good), 
which is buc only a' ſhadow which 
veniſhech under ones bands ; wich ſuch 
fair images their Minde is quice filled 
up and cotally obumbrared ;' ſuch de- 
fires chey ſerve unco with an unſati- 
sble hunger, as-their lives do teſtify. 
Now how fhould the 'wildom of God 
ponre our it ſelf into ſuch a naſty 'hog- 
ſtey,repleniſhe wich earthly hu>ks, and 
adorne the ſame with his guifts, and 
impreſſe his Images there, in regard 
that cheir heart is already before 
within and wichoue wholly laid 'and 
painted over with ſuch horrible and 
abominable figures of proud Peacocks, 
covecous hogs, earthly dogs, carnal 
bulls, &c. Gnd,' t» whom we make 
' our moan, will know how to judge 
thoſe tatred ſwine, and co pur in che 
roam 
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room of them faithful workmen 
which defire toſeek and to love no» 
thing elſe but God, the only and high- 
eſt good, andin his love , which he

alſo heartily love their neighbour, as

with the Sulphur, but. only of ic ſelf 
through-dry, and fo. pur together 
well cloſed in a gentle heat, and 
kept there ſo, chat che Syiphur do 
nut rife : butin caſe it ſhould bappen, 
it being nor wel poſſible to obſerve it 
ſo accurately, but thar ſome do riſe, 
you muſt mix chat which is riſen as 
gain with the A/eali. 5 for all thar 
which is wichour, or above the A/- 
cali cannot receive its preparation 3 
and there, cemainech nocking more ” 
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be given notice here, but as to all the 
ret, it is like unto the firſt way 5 
for the longer you cement your 
Sulphur thus, the excellenter, and the 
readier or fitter ic is for rhe enſuing 
fitation « which for co (ever after- 
wards you mult diſſolve the ſame to- 
gether with the A/cals in Water, and 
+4 uw qr it again; Now you may 
choole either of theſe wayes, which 
3 like beft ; and know for your in- 


ormation that though this latrer be. 


becter than the former, yet ir is more 
laborious, and the other - far eafier,and 
therefore make choice of thar which 
1s moſt for your conveniency, "As 
concerning this ſo prepared Sulphur, 
experience will make ic known to you, 
what excellent Vercues it hath, not- 
withſtanding that ic hath not -received 
yet its ultimate fixicy and perfe&ion, 
If you pleaſe you may proceed ſo with 
all Minerals,- that have' a combuſtible, 
Volatile, eafily ſeparable Sulphur, 
ufng water to 1t after the firſt way. 


As for example, Antimony thus dealc 


_ with and-correQed, yeildeth a very 
precious Sulphur in Phyfick and Chi- 
rurgy but this you muſt be adverti- 
| N 2 ſed 
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ſed of, that having boyled - your An- 
timony ſufficiently wich . the A/calt 
according to. your © delire, then let it 
cool, and poure a grear, quantiry - of 
cold Water to it, the more the berter, 
and the grofſſe Mercuria) ſubſtance, 
which by the fieryneſſe of the Alcali 
awas dillolved with the reſt, will for the 
moſt part ſever it (e}f from the Lixi- 
vinm, and ſo let it reſt for a day or 
ewo ; then flcer it, and the Antimo-

may receive by books or good Friends, 
but the ſubſtance and power you muſt 


gather from the things themſelves,
